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THE PUBLISHED PLAY 
J. C. TREWIN 


I HAVE cherished a prefatory note by Arthur Wing Pinero, then a rising 
dramatist, to an edition of his comedy, The Times, that William Heinemann 
published in October 1891. Pinero, most careful of craftsmen, said that he 
had long hoped for a time when an English dramatist might put into the 
hands of his public the text of a play simultaneously with its stage production. 
‘It will hardly be denied,’ he wrote, ‘that there exists in certain places the 
impression that an English play is a haphazard concoction of the author, the 
actor, and the manager; that the manuscript of a drama, could it ever be 
dragged, soiled and dog-eared, from the prompter’s shelf, would reveal 
itself as a dissolute-looking, formless thing, mercilessly scarred by the 
managerial blue pencil.’ 

That is a rich example of Pinerotic prose. He went on: “The publication 
of plays concurrently with their stage production, in the exact shape—save 
for the excision of technical stage directions—in which they have left the 
author’s hands, can hardly fail, therefore, to be of some value to the English 
theatre at large.’ And he hoped that his fellow-playwrights might also offer 
their books of the play to the public as he was then doing. 

They did, and have continued to do so—one remembers Bernard Shaw’s 
precise directions about the format of his published work—and few plays 
of any value now fail to appear in print during, or fairly near to, their 
first production. Reasonably, for one should be able to appreciate the text 
of a play as a piece of literature as well as a skeleton for the actors to drape. 

Today the principal theatrical publishers, Samuel French (whose files are 
a remarkable record of the stage), publish acting editions of most plays. 
Other firms with admirable acting-edition lists include the English Theatre 
Guild and Evans Brothers. In this article on, roughly, the last three years, I

am speaking solely of reading editions, either in separate volumes or 
collected. 

A dozen shelves in my study hold work by most of the dramatists of the 
time. Where to begin? After halting at a posthumously published light 
comedy by James Bridie, about a cheerful confidence trickster, Meeting at 
Night (1956, Constable, 8s. 6d.), I suggest we go to the oldest of major 
living and working dramatists, Sean O’Casey. (Maugham and Masefield 
have ceased to write plays.) O’Casey’s The Bishop’s Bonfire (1955, Macmillan, 
8s. 6d.), seen so far only at a Dublin Festival, is fine work, a mixture of 
comedy and melodrama, naturalism and symbolism, with the old pressure, 
the rush of words, the feeling of theatrical re-birth. The place is modern 
Ireland; the theme, conflict between established institutions and the free 
mind of man. 


It is a long way from O’Casey to Noél Coward, in years and in manner, 
but we have to remember, with astonishment, that the so-called ‘playboy’ 
of the nineteen-twenties will be sixty next year. Not that this worries him. 
He will hover eternally about (at a guess) his thirtieth birthday. His plays, 
in ever-efficient variety, appear in Heinemann’s volumes of Play Parade: 
the fifth of these (coming this year, no price yet) includes the farcical fantasy 
of Blithe Spirit, the drama of Peace in Our Time, the period comedy of 
Quadrille, the gentle joke of Relative Values, and the musical-comedy 
libretto of Pacific 1860. There are also the Heinemann single volumes, South 
Sea Bubble (1956, 10s.6d.), for example: a bubble indeed, about island loves 
and politics, blown in the light airs of the Pacific. One recalls from it Lady 
Alexandra’s comment: ‘A light touch is one of the most important things 
in the world.’ It is the voice of Coward himself. 


The place he had in his youth as a leader of theatrical shock-troops has 
been taken by John Osborne. This writer’s work has made on the public 
much the same effect that Coward’s near-hysterical son-and-mother drama, 
The Vortex, made on playgoers in the "Twenties; it will probably fade as 
The Vortex has done. Still, while the plays are with us, they will not cease 
to start contention. Many people are reading Look Back In Anger (1957, 
Faber, 10s.6d.) to discover whether these tirades are really as long as they 
seem, and The Entertainer (also 1957, Faber, 1os.6d.) to find just what it is that 
Laurence Olivier’s acting burnished. The first of these plays presents a 
neurotic young man called Jimmy Porter, angry with his elders who have 
mishandled the affairs of the world. The second is a study of a fourth-rate 
music-hall comedian and his family complications. Another, and earlier, 
‘talking-point’ play, one much endeared to the avant-garde, is the French- 
writing Irishman Samuel Beckett's Waiting for Godot (1956, Faber, 10s.6d.). 
This is an enigmatic-symbolic study of human existence—expressed mainly 
through dialogue between two tramps—that I recall principally for a long, 
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intricate, and fascinatingly Joycean monologue. It is a valuable text to have, 
for the play is one that needs to be puzzled over and re-performed to your- 
self in the silence of your own room. Personally, I was happier with a play 
from the much-abused commercial theatre, Enid Bagnold’s The Chalk 
Garden (1956, Heinemann, 9s.6d.). This ran deservedly in the West End for 
eighteen months. It is a connoisseur’s piece—written on two levels, though 
the symbolism is not obtrusive—about a strange household beside its Sussex 
garden in the chalk: a play about people and gardens unwisely tended. 
Miss Bagnold writes with the sharpest wit. 

She is an experienced dramatist. One less experienced, whose name we 
shall hear again, is Jonathan Griffin, poet-author of The Hidden King, 
as ambitious a drama as any given yet at an Edinburgh Festival. It is an 
ample work of art, staged in the sunset of the Renaissance. The hidden 
king is Sebastian of Portugal, who vanished at the battle of Alcazar. Is the 
man found in Venice twenty years later indeed the King: The play debates 
his past, presents his future. I can merely say, as someone does of the 
‘Stranger’, that this dramatist utters noble things as if he had the right to do 
sO; it is a rare gift. The Hidden King, ‘a poem for the stage in the form of a 
trilogy’, published by Secker & Warburg (1955, 21s.), is one of the most 
uncommon ventures in verse drama for several years. 


Most texts of quality now find their publishers. Turning through the 
lists, I notice such varied titles as The Teahouse of the August Moon (1955, 
available in Heinemann’s Drama Library at 6s.6d.), John Patrick’s amusing 
anecdote, adapted from Vern Sneider’s novel, of American soldiers in the 
Far East after the war—I should have kept it for a later section—and The 
Lizard on the Rock (1956, Methuen, 10s.6d.), by a new dramatist, John Hall. 
This oddly compelling invention, set in the Central Australian desert, is 
about a proud business man who discovers the heavy price of self-knowledge. 
A curiosity, The Quare Fellow (1956, Methuen, 10s.6d.), is Brendan Behan’s 
anecdote of an Irish prison 24 hours before a hanging: as vivid as a charcoal 
sketch on a whitewashed wall, a ruthless, single-minded piece, sometimes 
ghoulishly comic. Nothing could be less like it than Benn W. Levy’s impish 
excursion into classical myth, The Rape of the Belt (1957, MacGibbon & Kee, 
12s.6d.) in which we meet Heracles in some troubles with his Ninth Labour, 
the securing of the belt of the Amazon Queen. Graham Greene’s The Potting 
Shed (1958, Heinemann, 8s.6d.) is a distinguished austere play about belief, 
the long-delayed impact of a ‘miracle’ on a rationalist family. 


I spoke of one collection of plays, Coward’s. Another, by a much less 
fertile dramatist, so far with only three major productions to his name, is 
The Plays of John Whiting (1958, Heinemann, 21s.). This most ‘atmospheric’, 
and curiously unlucky, author has been called the players’ playwright. 
Here are the passionately-debated Saint’s Day—on a theme of self- 
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destruction—which went adrift in performance; Marching Song, a more 
single-minded treatment of the same theme; and A Penny for a Song, a 
summer day’s dream from the coast of Dorset in the Napoleonic Wars era 
of 1804. Kismet and Other Plays (1957, Chapman and Hall, 18s.) is a worthy 
memorial to an endeared and less provocative technician, Edward Knoblock. 

I may be permitted to mention the twice-yearly collections, Plays of the 
Year, which I edit and which have now reached the sixteenth volume (1958, 
Elek, 18s.; series begun in 1949). These take a representative cross-section 
of the English theatre: so far they have included about 80 plays, among 
them, lately, Hochwilder’s drama of the end of the Jesuit settlement in 
Paraguay, The Strong are Lonely (1956); two of R. C. Sherriff’s plays, The 
Long Sunset (1955) concerning the evacuation of Roman Britain, and The 
Telescope (1957), posing a vicar’s dilemma in a slum parish; Julien Green’s 
South (1955), a study of various kinds of love in a setting of the Southern 
States just before the American Civil War; and Rodney Ackland’s drama of 
murder in a London suburb, A Dead Secret (1958). 

Here I ought to mention two unexpected publications. One is the original 
four-act version of Oscar Wilde’s famous farce, The Importance of Being 
Earnest (1957, Methuen, 15s.), with the scene—later cut—for a solicitor who 
seeks to arrest Algernon for debt. He receives the reply, ‘I really am not 
going to be imprisoned in the suburbs for having dined in the West End.’ 
The other surprise is When Wendy Grew Up (1957, Nelson, 7s.6d.), an 
‘afterthought’ to Peter Pan that J. M. Barrie wrote for one performance only. 

Many plays are entering the cheapest editions. “Paper-backs’, if one can 
so describe a handsome and durable binding, now include Four Modern 
Verse Plays (1957, Penguin, 3s.6d.), chosen by E. Martin Browne. This 
contains Christopher Fry’s three-character comedy, A Phoenix Too Frequent, 
set in an Ephesian tomb and ‘jewelled with words,’ says Mr. Browne, ‘as a 
lawn with water-drops in a summer dawn’; T. S. Eliot’s story of a haunted 
man, The Family Reunion; the late Charles Williams’s chronicle, Thomas 
Cranmer of Canterbury; and an Irish ballad-comedy, Happy as Larry, by 
Donagh MacDonagh. Also in the Penguin list is Cat on a Hot Tin Roof 
(1957, 2s.6d.), Tennessee Williams’s violent drama of frustration and anguish 
in the Deep South. This is issued in a library edition (1956, Secker & 
Warburg, 12s.6d.); each contains the two variant last acts. 

That leads us to American plays: Arthur Miller’s more urgently imagin- 
ative ‘social drama’ (on his theory of the individual’s place in society), A 
View from the Bridge (1957, Cresset, 10s.6d.); Tennessee Williams’s sultry 
The Rose Tattoo (1955, Secker & Warburg, 12s.6d.), about the amours of 
Sicilian immigrants in the Deep South; and Eugene O’Neill’s A Touch of 
the Poet (1957, Cape, 12s.6d.) about an Irishman, once a major under the 
Duke of Wellington, who comes to Massachusetts in 1828 to buy a pub, and 
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the earlier autobiographical Long Day’s Journey into Night (1956, Cape, 
12s.6d.). 

There has been a great deal of translated French drama: enough, certainly, 
to please the Paris-minded critics of whom it has been written: “Happy 
angels round my bed: Anouilh stand at the head! Montherlant, be good 
to me! Godot, how I wait for thee!’ Two versions by Christopher Fry, Tiger 
at the Gates from Giraudoux, and Anouilh’s The Lark (each 1955, Methuen, 
8s.6d.) are exceedingly well managed. The first, an essay in the ironical- 
tragical, set in Troy just before the ten years’ war, presents Hector as a 
warrior who seeks peace. The second (L’ Alouette) is a play about Joan of Arc, 
theatrically impressive, though less so than Shaw’s chronicle. Edmund 
Gosse once wrote, in effect, that the prose masters are those that have 
received the admonition Cantate Domino!; they sing a new song unto the 
Lord. What Shaw did, Anouilh has not managed, though Fry’s sense of 
verbal rhythm, both supple and subtle, has aided the English text. 

Another play from the French is Nekrassov (1956, Hamish Hamilton, 
12s.6d.), a resolute extravaganza, a satire on politics and the Press, translated 
by Sylvia and George Leeson, and interesting as the play of Sartre’s in which 
cheerfulness breaks in, unchecked. Italy has been represented by Three Plays 
by Ugo Betti (1956, Gollancz, 18s.). He was a strong, versatile dramatist. In 
England, though his work comes through well in Henry Reed’s translation, 
he has not yet been fully accepted. The best of the published plays is the 
boldly theatrical The Queen and the Rebels, laid on an unnamed frontier, the 
tale of a prostitute who dies as a Queen should die. 

Here, for a moment, we pause. I am sure that Pinero’s benign shade would 
applaud our pleasure in play-reading: the reproduction of a text in the 
theatre of the mind. All who have acquired the taste must echo John Drink- 
water’s lines from long ago: 

Together we have learned that all things may 
Be fathomed in the splendour of a Play. 


That can speak often for the study as well as for the stage.

CURRENT BRITISH DIRECTORIES. A Comprehensive Guide to 
the Local, Trade and Professional Directories of the British Isles. Compiled and 
edited by G. P. Henderson. 3rd edition. Jones & Evans’ Bookshop, 30s. 1958. 
25°5 cm. 288 pages. Bibliography. Index. Mimeographed. Paper covers. 
Useful in the larger reference libraries, this bibliography of British directories has been 
compiled by the commercial reference librarian at the Guildhall Library, London. 
Over 300 items not previously listed are included in this edition. Part 1 gives a list 
of local British directories arranged alphabetically by place; Part 2, arranged alpha- 
betically by title, covers specialised directories of particular trades, ‘membership lists 
of professional bodies and trade associations, Who's Who’s, year books containing 
directory sections and general trade directories. The information supplied includes 
useful details of contents. A selection of international specialised directories published 
in other countries is given in an appendix, and there is a good subject index.

The strenuous efforts of the editors to bring this valuable reference work up to date 

left a gap in the series which has been filled by this publication, volumes for 1947, 

1948 and 1949 having been published during the last two years. As with the other 

volumes the editors have been assisted in the preparation of the material by many 

distinguished American and European scholars. The arrangement adopted for the 
other volumes is maintained; the Language section is arranged according to subject 
and the Literature section chronologically, authors being entered under the century

Encyclopaedias 

BRITANNICA BOOK OF THE YEAR, 1958. Edited by Walter 
Yust, Editor-in-Chief, and John Armitage, London Editor. Encyclopaedia Britannica, 
105s. 1958. 28 cm. $44 pages. Illustrations. Bibliographies. Indexes. 

The present edition of this annual work of reference contains 502 articles by 412 

contributors. Sir Harold Spencer Jones contributes a 6-page survey of the International 

Geophysical Year, and special features are the articles on the Dead Sea Scrolls, Medical 

Aspects of Radiation, the World Scout Jamboree and Soviet Literature. Space 

Exploration, on which an article including a bibliography is contributed by Dr. B. E. J. 

Pagel, is also a new heading but will doubtless be regularly supplemented in future 
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issues. To mark the issue of the roth post-war edition, there are ten-year surveys of 
progress in various fields such as Rayon and Synthetic Fibres and an extra ten-year 
index of biographies and obituaries appearing during the period 1949-58. (032) 


Collected Works 
MILTON’S PROSE WRITINGS. A New Selection edited with an 
Introduction by K. M. Burton. Dent, 10s.6d. 1958. 18-5 cm. 384 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (Everyman’s Library) 
The formidable quantity of Milton’s output in prose makes selection imperative and 
Miss Burton here offers an excellent textbook for students. She has arranged her 
choice in the three categories specified by Milton himself, adding the two important 
autobiographical passages in a separate section. “On Religious Liberty’ includes, 
complete, ‘Of Reformation in England’, ‘An Apology for Smectymnuus’, and 
‘Of True Religion’, and selections from two other works. ‘On Civil Liberty’ contains 
all ‘Areopagitica’, excerpts from “The Tenure of Kings and Magistrates’ and 
‘Eikonoklastes’, and the whole of the 1660 pamphlet pleading for a free common- 
wealth. Writings on divorce and education come in the section “On Domestic Liberty’. 
Miss Burton provides each document with an informative introduction to facilitate 
understanding of its occasion and purpose, and has ensured a wide chronological 
spread within each category so that the growth of Milton’s ideas can be traced. (081) 


Illuminated Manuscripts 
THE ILLUMINATED BOOK: Its History and Production. David Diringer. 
Faber, 126s. 1958. 25°5 cm. 524 pages. Illustrations (6 in colour). Bibliographies. 
Indexes. 
This major work by Dr. Diringer is intended to give the intelligent reader ‘a compre- 
hensive, readable, and up-to-date synthesis’ of present knowledge on the subject, and 
can be thoroughly recommended to those interested in the history of book production 
and medieval painting. The whole range of the subject is covered, from the Egyptian 
papyrus “Book of the Dead’, through early Christian and Byzantine illumination, to 
the Irish-Saxon, Carolingian and Ottonian schools of western Europe, and on to the 
masterpieces of Gothic book illumination produced in France, England and the 
Netherlands in the 13th-15th centuries; the Italian, Islamic, Hebrew and Mozarabic 
contributions to the art are also dealt with. The information is clearly set forth, and 
numerous plates give the reader an opportunity of learning to recognise the various 
styles of the different schools and periods of book illumination. The book is most 
handsomely produced. (096) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


RATIO. Vol. 1, No. 1, December 1957. Editor-in-chief: Julius Kraft. Blackwell 
(Oxford), twice yearly, 15s. per copy, 27s.6d. per annum. 21-5 cm. 
This is the first number of a philosophical review which is to be published twice 
yearly in both English and German. It continues, though in new guise, a German 
review established in 1847, revived by Leonard Nelson in 1904, and suspended in 1937 
owing to prevailing conditions in Germany. It has an explicit aim: to combat 
scepticism and irrationalism in philosophy. The first number contains articles by Karl 
Popper and J. W. N. Watkins (both on the editorial committee) as well as by the 
editor: the subjects range from mathematical logic to the philosophy of religion. 
Unpretentious in format, Ratio is a periodical worthy of attention and support. It is 
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earnest but not ponderous, and there is much to be said for a review appearing simul- 
taneously in two countries, especially at a time of growing European integration.

AN ANALYSIS OF KNOWING. John Hartland-Swann. Allen & Unwin, 
I§s. 1958. 22 cm. 142 pages. Index. 
For some time it has been evident that certain difficulties raised by contemporary 
analytical philosophers have been of their own making. Secking to clarify the state- 
ments of commonsense, these philosophers have on occasion embroiled themselves 
in confusion and paradox. The problem of knowledge, with its distinction between 
knowing-how and knowing-that, has proved a happy hunting-ground for such 
difficulties. Hence the value of this book. It is concerned with the operational roles 
of the verb ‘to know’; but it also proceeds from these analyses to the broader problems 
of philosophy, such as awareness of other minds and knowledge of the external world. 
Che conclusion is a reassuring though rather obvious rebuttal of scepticism; the whole 
work is within the grasp of the layman. (121) 


HOMOSEXUALITY. A Subjective and Objective Investigation. British 
edition edited by Charles Berg. American edition edited by A. M. Krich. Allen 
& Unwin, 30s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 416 pages. References. Index. 

Dr. Berg discusses the subject from the psychotherapist’s point of view, especially 

with regard to the aetiological factors, which he considers are both congenital and 

acquired. The study is divided into two parts, the first consisting of histories and 
personal accounts by homosexuals, the second of contributions by psychotherapists, 
examining the psychobiological and psychoanalytic approach to problems of 
causation. In the second part, there are six essays dealing with treatment, including 
one by Freud on a case of homosexuality in a woman and an analysis by Jung of two 
homosexual dreams. (132) 


THINKING: An Experimental and Social Study. Sir Frederic Bartlett. 

Allen & Unwin, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 204 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
Sir Frederic Bartlett, who until his retirement in 1952 was Professor of Experimental 
Psychology at Cambridge, here seeks insight into thinking by treating it as a form 
of skill and looking for parallels in what is known of skilled performances. He 
describes new experiments in thinking, some of interest, though limited by arti- 
ficiality. Not much new information emerges from them, however, or from his 
more general discussion of everyday thinking and the work of scientists and artists. 
There is a useful summary of his co-workers’ findings in skilled activity and an 
autobiographical account of his own investigations of remembering. (153) 


THE WORKS OF GEORGE BERKELEY, BISHOP OF CLOYNE, 
Vol. IX. Notes to Berkeley’s Letters, Addenda, etc., General Index. Edited by 
A. A. Luce and T. E. Jessop. Nelson, 30s. 1958. 24 cm. 200 pages. 

The notes on Berkeley’s letters make this an indispensable companion-volume to its 

predecessor which contained the letters. Berkeley was not a distinguished letter- 

writer, but he was a man of wide interests, and almost everything included here is 
of value. The notes themselves are eminently readable, and the editors have pursued 
every allusion with commendable thoroughness. The remainder of the text is devoted 
co a detailed chronology of Berkeley’s life, a list of his writings, and some miscel- 
laneous addenda. The book concludes with a general index covering all the previous 
volumes. (192) 
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RELIGION 


THE HEART OF THE BIBLE. Jeannie B. Thomson Davies. One-volume 
edition. Allen & Unwin, 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 248 pages. Maps. Indexes. 
The aim of this work, originally published in three volumes in 1933, is to present 
the writings of the Bible as nearly as possible in the order in which they originally 
appeared. Numerous extracts accompanied by explanatory comments enable the 
reader to trace the development of Hebrew religion, literature and life through the 
more significant stages until they reach their fulfilment in Christianity. This approach 
removes intellectual difficulties created by varying moral standards and other in- 
consistencies in the biblical narrative, and, as the author justly claims, combines the 
attempt to read the Bible with learning to understand its meaning. (220) 


THE OLD TESTAMENT PROPHETS. E. W. Heaton. Penguin Books , 
3s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 188 pages. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers (Pelican Books) 
Canon Heaton, Chancellor of Salisbury Cathedral, here offers a revision of an earlier 
work, His Servants the Prophets (1949). Apart from the incorporation of the results of 
further reading, this edition brings out more clearly that the prophets were not just 
innovators; they were also inheritors of the common Mosaic faith of their people. 
In simple language and with careful reference to the biblical text, he explains the 
teaching of the prophets and shows its importance for the study of the New Testament. 
The student and general reader for whom this book is intended will appreciate the 
bibliography of works for further reading. (224) 


IMMORTALITY OF THE SOUL OR RESURRECTION OF 
THE DEAD? The Witness of the New Testament. Oscar Cullmann. 
Epworth Press, 6s. 1958. 19 cm. 60 pages. 

In this study, Professor Cullmann of the University of Basel discusses the fundamental 

distinction between the Greek conception of the immortality of the soul and the 

Christian conception of resurrection, although it is not denied that they have points 

of contact. The radical incompatibility of these ideas is illustrated by an examination 

of the death of Socrates and that of Jesus, and by a detailed exegesis of Pauline passages. 

The author further expounds and commends the doctrine of the intermediate state 

of the dead as inseparable from the Christian doctrine of resurrection. This small 

book merits close study. (236) 


THE CHRISTIAN’S CALLING. Luther on Vocation. Gustaf Wingren. 
Translated from the German by Carl C. Rasmussen. Oliver & Boyd, 15s. 1958. 
22 cm. 268 pages. Index. 

Professor Wingren, a distinguished Swedish scholar, here makes a valuable contribu- 

tion to Lutheran studies. While no attempt is made to trace the evolution of Luther’s 

doctrine of vocation with which the book is concerned, the doctrine is organically 
related to Luther’s basic theological convictions. In three chapters, “Earth and Heaven’, 

‘God and the Devil’ and ‘Man’, the author shows that according to Luther the 

Christian’s calling is to serve his neighbour in love within the tensions of the earthly 

kingdom. Such service is not a substitute for salvation but its inevitable outworking 

and it belongs to man’s earthly situation alone. (240) 


THE SPIRIT OF THE SPANISH MYSTICS. An Anthology of Spanish 
Religious Prose from the Fifteenth to the Seventeenth Century. Chosen, 
translated and introduced by Kathleen Pond. Burns & Oates, 16s. 1958. 22 cm. 
182 pages. 


The writings of the greater Spanish mystics are already available in English, but 
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Miss Pond’s book is useful because it includes extracts from works not accessible in 
translation. Some passages are from ascetic rather than mystical writers, but this 
widens the scope of this selection, which will delight students of the devout life and 
makes an admirable anthology of spiritual reading. Students of literature will also 
find this work helpful as an introduction to the important field of Spanish religious 
prose. The passages are excellently translated, they are arranged chronologically and 
each has a biographical sketch of its author. (242) 


WINDSOR SERMONS. Alec R. Vidler. S.C.M. Press, 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 
192 pages. Indexes. 
Dr. Vidler, Canon of Windsor from 1948 to 1956 and now Dean of King’s College, 
Cambridge, tells us that he decided to publish this book partly in order to provide 
examples of preaching in modern style and idiom that might be of use to preachers, 
partly for the benefit of laymen who may desire the kind of nourishment that sermons 
should afford. These sermons deal with Bible subjects, prayer (to which seven are 
devoted) and various Christian words, themes and doctrines. If the volume 
approximates more closely to a collection of essays than sermons, it keeps the reader 
awake by its pungent style, acute comments and uncommon quotations. (252) 


COMMUNISM AND THE THEOLOGIANS. Study of an Encounter. 
Charles C. West. S.C.M. Press, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 400 pages. Indexes. 
The author, Assistant Director of the Oecumenical Institute at Geneva, believes that 
Communism is a semi-messianic faith which may assume a variety of forms, but ‘it 
is the same face that changes’. Consequently, the theological opposition to 
Communism has inevitably displayed similar flexibility. Thinkers such as Brunner, 
Tillich, Niebuhr and Barth have their own individual viewpoint on Communism. 
What distinguishes them today is a resolute refusal to compromise, and in this respect 
they differ from certain Protestant and even Catholic apologists of the pre-war 
epoch. Dr. West’s book comes at an opportune moment: the Western world has 
fallen a prey to uncertainties, and only a thorough reappraisal of its fundamental 
beliefs will enable it to face the present challenge. The author combines acute analysis 
of ideas with constant reference to the actual experience of Christian leaders and 
those anonymous members of churches undergoing persecution. (261) 


CHRISTIAN PACIFISM IN HISTORY. Geoffrey F. Nuttall. Blackwell 
(Oxford), 10s.6d. 1958. 18-5 cm. 94 pages. Index. 
The purpose of this scholarly and illuminating volume is not so much apologetic as 
historical. It is the contention of Dr. Nuttall, a lecturer in New College, London, 
that pacifism has been accepted for various reasons in the course of Christian history. 
He examines the approaches of the early Christians in the first three centuries; the 
sects in the Middle Ages; the Swiss Anabaptists and the Dutch Mennonites, the 
English Quakers and the modern approach. The contemporary understanding of 
pacifism as the means of redemption gathers together, so it is argued, the varieties of 
understanding illustrated in this survey. (261-6) 


CHRISTIAN OBEDIENCE IN THE UNIVERSITY. Studies in the 
Life of the Student Christian Movement of Great Britain and Ireland 1930-1950. 
J. Davis McCaughey. S.C.M. Press, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 228 pages. Index. 

The author, Professor of Biblical Studies, Ormond College, Melbourne University, 

has here selected aspects of the work of the Movement which will be of interest not 
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only to members of the Movement but to those concerned about the future of the 
Church and education. The author examines the impact of world affairs on the life 
of the Movement—Manchuria and the Sino-Japanese conflict, Totalitarianism and 
World War Il—and in the concluding chapters gives a balanced review of the rise 
of a new self-consciousness about student life and the function of the university in 
the post-war world.

THE PLANTING OF CHRISTIANITY IN AFRICA. Vol. 4. 1914-1954. 
C. P. Groves. Lutterworth Press, 45s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 390 pages. Maps. Index.

With the publication of this volume Professor Groves has now completed the 

formidable task of presenting chronologically the story of the various attempts to 

plant Christianity in Africa. The first three volumes were rightly recognised as 
standard works and the final instalment is characterised by the same scholarly care, 
indefatigable industry and unquestioned competence. Following two chapters on 
the impact of World War I on the Africans themselves and on missions, the author 
deals with aspects of Christian progress in the complicated period between the wars 
with special reference to the new era in education, social and racial problems and the 
outreach of missionary work. He then considers Africa and the plight of missions in 
World War Il, concluding with a post-war survey and an estimate of future develop- 
ments of the Christian Mission. (276) 


THE CHRISTIAN TRADITION AND THE UNITY WE SEEK. 
Given as Richard Lectures at the University of Virginia in Charlottesville, 
Virginia. Albert C. Outler. Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 180 pages.

Professor Outler of Southern Methodist University, Dallas, Texas, discusses in these 

illuminating “Richard Lectures’ the possibility of a new approach to Christian unity. 

He considers that Christian communions now divided from one another should 

recognise three facts: first, a Christian community which our divisions cannot 

destroy; secondly, an historical nexus binding denominations to Christ and the 

Church of the New Testament; thirdly, a divine tradition which comes from the 

Scriptures and is not to be identified with our denominational heritage. While these 

points are persuasively made, the question which the author does not satisfactorily 

answer is: Where do we go from here? (280-1)

THE TWICE-BORN. A Study of a Community of High-caste Hindus. 
G. Morris Carstairs. Hogarth Press, 30s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 344 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 
This study seeks to portray and analyse the features of personality characteristics of 
three higher Hindu castes in the Rajput in northern India that had remained little 
affected by Western influences until 1948. It is based on intensive interview and 
psychological test studies of selected individuals set against a background of north 
Indian village life. Through analyses of the life histories, intelligence and projective 
tests and material obtained in prolonged open interviews from forty-five men of 
the Rajput, Brahmin and Bania castes, and briefer comparative studies among the 
Bhil hill tribe, it brings out the extent to which family patterns and caste membership 
predetermine the outlook of the individual. The study also attempts a psycho- 
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analytical interpretation of some aspects of Hindu religion and of differences between 
the outlook of different castes. (301-40954) 


FAMILY AND SOCIAL NETWORK. Roles, Norms and External 
Relationships in Ordinary Urban Families. Elizabeth Bott. Tavistock Publications, 
30S. 1957. 22 cm. 264 pages. References. Index. 

This book presents a detailed account of the procedures, the practical and psycho- 

logical difficulties, and the results of a prolonged interview study of two dozen 

London families of different socio-economic status directed towards a closer 

determination of the variables that affect the internal structure of the family. The 

main hypothesis resulting from the enquiry is that the degree of domestic co- 
operation between husband and wife depends significantly on the character of their 
respective social network. This in turn varies according to differing traditions of 
kinship obligation and occupational association in various sectors of society. This 
study, which stresses methodological problems throughout, includes an interesting 
analysis of the subjectivity of class concepts. (301-42)

THE CONSTRUCTION OF GRAPHS AND CHARTS. A. S. Hall. 
Pitman, 25s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 184 pages. Diagrams. Index. 

The general principles of graph making are explained, with many detailed references 
to engineering applications, and the author shows how to choose the best type of 
graph for use with any particular set of data. The book covers Cartesian and polar 
co-ordinates, line charts, graphical differentiation and integration and intercept 
charts, and, in the last two chapters, presents a useful introduction to the subject of 
nomograms. The book is intended for undergraduate students, but the mathematics 
is kept as simple as possible and to engineers and others concerned with the graphical 
presentation of data the book can be recommended as both a good textbook and a 
most useful reference book. (311)

THE FALLING RATE OF PROFIT. Marx’s Law and its Significance to 
Twentieth Century Capitalism. Joseph M. Gillman. Dennis Dobson, 25s. 1958. 
22 cm. 184 pages. Charts. Bibliography. Indexes. 
It was one of the tenets of the classical economists that the rate of profit tended to 
fall with the growth of the capitalist system. Karl Marx held the same belief, but 
associated it with his expectation of the inevitable decline and fall of capitalism. The 
growth of large business combines since his time has raised doubts on the validity of 
the theory, and Dr. Gillman now re-examines it in the light of statistical and other 
historical evidence of American experience. His tentative conclusions as to how far 
capitalism must give way to socialism will stimulate discussion among students of 
social economy.

ROBERT TORRENS AND THE EVOLUTION OF CLASSICAL 
ECONOMICS. Lionel Robbins. Macmillan, 36s. 1958. 22 cm. 382 pages.

Robert Torrens (1780-1864), a rather neglected figure in the history of economic 

thought, wrote freely on the controversial topics of his day, notably money and 

banking, colonisation and commercial policy; among his best known works are 

An Essay on the External Corn Trade and the series of letters entitled The Budget. 
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Professor Robbins, Professor of Economics in the University of London, has 
obviously worked with untiring zeal to estimate his exact contribution to economics 
in relation to that of Ricardo and other classical economists; in addition, a boon for 
the librarian, he provides an admirable check-list of Torrens’s publications.

The First Congress of the International Economic Association. Edited by Douglas

The speakers at this Congress, held in Rome in 1956, included some of the world’s 

leading economists. The five main addresses are printed here with summaries of the 

discussion. Sir Dennis Robertson and Professor Jacob Viner spoke, respectively, on 
the richer and the poorer countries’ problem in relation to stability and progress. 

Professor Perroux discussed the real factors and Professor Haberler the monetary 

factors in the quest for stability. Finally, Professor Lundberg dealt with international 

stability and the national economy. The whole subject is one of increasing urgency, 
and the volume is one which no economist can afford to miss. (330°9) 


THE WEALTH OF NIGERIA. G. Brian Stapleton. Oxford University Press, 
16s.

The author, who is Lecturer in Economics at the Nigerian College of Technology, 
Ibadan branch, has provided in compact form a survey of the economic resources of 
Nigeria and has considered some of the future possibilities for the development of 
these, both internally and in relation to the world economy. His final chapter 
discusses briefly the possible implications of regionalisation and the approach to 
self-government for the economic future of the country. The overall picture given 
of this important territory, and the explanatory maps and tables, make this an 
extremely useful handbook.

MAN IN EMPLOYMENT (The Fundamental Principles of Industrial 
Relations). Alfred B. Badger. Arthur Barker, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 320 pages. Index. 
Dr. Badger, author of Public Schools and the Nation and other works, is Industrial 
Relations Officer to the Gas Council. Writing from long experience of the problems 
of human relations in industry, he gives a helpful survey of the whole subject for 
employers and others. He discusses the efficiency of employers’ organisations and 
trade unions, the causes of strikes, the determination of wages, and a variety of other 
topics, including work study, absentecism, pensions, automation, labour turnover 
and the maintenance of full employment. He concludes by stressing the need to foster 
the worker’s ‘sense of belonging’ and a right attitude to his work. (331) 


MODERN BANKING. R. S. Sayers. 4th edition. Oxford University Press, 
21s. 1958. 22 cm. 342 pages. Index. 
The author, who is Sir Ernest Cassel Professor of Economics in the University of 
London, has completely revised this standard work for this new edition, and it is 
now a sound theoretical approach to the banking system of the middle nineteen- 
fifties. Dealing, as before, mainly with English banking, it discusses commercial 
banking, the discount market, central banking, and such questions as the rate of 
interest, commercial bank liquidity and the technique of monetary policy. Additional 
chapters deal with banking in the Commonwealth, in the United States and in Asia. 
It is an essential work for the university student of economics. (332-1) 
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THE SOUTH WALES COAL INDUSTRY, 1841-1875. J. H. Morris

This volume is the outcome of extensive research in manuscripts, parliamentary 

papers and other records, and is the first detailed history of this important industry. 

It covers the period of rapid expansion in demand for coal for railways and shipping, 

and describes clearly the mining techniques of the time, the structure, finance and 

commercial organisation of the industry, the gradual improvement in safety measures, 
the social condition of the colliers and their relations with the employers. The authors 
are on the staff of the University College of Wales, Aberystwyth. Their projected

THE CHEMICAL INDUSTRY DURING THE NINETEENTH 
CENTURY. A Study of the Economic Aspect of Applied Chemistry in 
Europe and North America.

The roth century saw the laying of the foundation stones of the modern chemical 
industry. This work provides a fascinating historical review of the growth of chemical 
technology and from it the development of the chemical industry, particularly in 
Europe and N. America, showing how scientific achievement became intertwined 
with big business, international trade, trade unionism and so on. Though an advanced 
treatise in the practical sense, the fully documented work will interest not only all 
those concerned with chemistry and the chemical industry but also the economist, 
the historian, the politician, and the more enlightened lay reader. The detailed 
bibliography will be of great interest to the research student in this field.

raised, mainly by means of radical political changes including, among others, a 
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reform of the trade union structure. His well-presented thesis should help the general 
reader towards a clearer formulation of his own conclusions.

The third and 
final lecture demonstrates the progress of international law in world affairs.

In the field of international politics, the definition of aggression has raised many 

problems of fundamental legal and political importance, particularly in relation to 

the roles of the League of Nations and the United Nations in the maintenance of 
international peace. The author, Professor of International Law and Jurisprudence 
in the University of Sydney, has attempted to discuss aggression, not in the terms of 

a particular crisis, or of a particular generation, but within the framework of theoretic 

legal and judicial principles. The analysis is, however, built upon the attempts of the 

last two generations to found a system of international peace and security on a 

precise definition of aggression.

There is a short chapter on Scotland’s specifically 
national or ‘folk’ costume, the Highland tartan costume, and separate chapters on 
jewellery and weapons. The specialist in historical costume will find much material: 
here; the book will also be useful to stage designers, though it would have been 
helpful to have had photographs of actual costumes to supplement the drawings 
made by Kathleen Mann.

This collection of stories from an aboriginal tribe in Western Australia tells of 
mythical figures such as the boomerang maker and the cruel Bindatan, of great 
happenings, of legends associated with bush creatures and flowers, and of places in 
the area inhabited by the natives. The legends are simply told, and, among the stories, 
many of the traditional themes that run through the folk-lore of all peoples are 
reiterated here against a background of aboriginal life. The author heard the legends 
in her childhood both from her parents and the natives themselves. The delightful 
line drawings add a further touch of magic to the tales.

The plan of the book is: four introductory 
chapters on existence theorems and other preliminaries; three chapters on point 
stability and on the method of Liapunov; a chapter on the stability of periodic 
systems; and four chapters on two-dimensional systems, including the recent work 
on second-order equations of Cartwright-Littlewood and Levinson-Smith.

Originating in the Nuffield Department of Anaesthetics, Oxford University, this 
work for postgraduate students of anaesthesia has been fully revised with the specialist 
assistance of H. G. Epstein of that department. Its aim is to present, as simply and 
readably as is compatible with accuracy, the fundamental physics required for the 
intelligent practice and furtherance of the progress of anaesthesia. Points not readily 
assimilated from the text are admirably elucidated by photographs and by the 
drawings of M. McLarty and M. Beck. This standard reference and textbook of the 
subject, which gives references to classical and recent papers, has been enlarged to 
include a chapter on pressure-reducing valves, and four chapters on explosions.

Engineering students will welcome this new and revised edition of a well-known 

textbook. Although still confined to mechanics, heat and electricity, much of the 

text has been rewritten and new material has been added to cover the rather wide 
variations in syllabuses of the first-year courses at the technical colleges. In the 

electricity section of the C.G.S., the system of units has been replaced by the M.K.S. 

system now adopted by most electrical engineering departments and there are 

additional chapters on primary and secondary cells and the magnetic circuit. The 
whole of the text has been reset in clearer type and many additional problems have 

been included in each chapter.

This is the fourth edition of a standard work first issued in 1930, giving a connected 

account of the physical principles and mathematical methods of quantum mechanics. 

It is an advanced work and demands of the reader an acquaintance with linear algebra 

and with classical mechanics but develops the ideas of quantum theory in a self- 

contained manner. The main change in this edition is the complete rewriting of the 
last chapter on quantum electro-dynamics to include the creation and annihilation of 

electron-positron pairs.

THREE DIMENSIONAL DYNAMICS: A Vectorial Treatment. C. E. 
Easthope. Butterworth, 42s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 286 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography.

This is a useful textbook for honours students in mathematics. The treatment is 

vectorial throughout and the subject matter comprises the motion of a particle 

(e.g., on a smooth surface of revolution), the kinematics of rigid bodies, the theory 

of rotating axes (including motion relative to the rotating Earth), moments of inertia, 

the motion of a rigid body (including precessional motion) and impulsive motion. 

There is a preliminary chapter on vector algebra, and an appendix deals with three- 

dimensional statics. There are examples at the end of most chapters. The author is a 

lecturer in mathematics at the University College of Wales, Aberystwyth. (531) 


THEORY OF DIELECTRICS: Dielectric Constant and Dielectric Loss.

The author, Professor of Theoretical Physics in Liverpool University, is a well known 

authority on the subject matter of this book, and on related topics, and he first 

published this work in 1949. Beyond three additional appendices dealing with further 
developments of the theory of the static dielectric constant, simple reaction fields, 
and dielectric loss, the second edition remains unaltered. The main body of the book 
comprises chapters on (i) Macroscopic Theory; (ii) Static Dielectric Constant; 

(iii) Dynamic Properties; (iv) Applications. Appendices apart from those mentioned 

above deal mainly with detailed mathematical treatments. Written for those working 

in applied fields as well as students, the book assumes a good knowledge of somewhat 
advanced mathematics in the reader. It is likely to remain a standard text. —_ ($3722) 
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PROBLEMS IN ELECTRONICS with Solutions. F. A. Benson. Spon, 
36s. 1958. 22 cm. 230 pages. Diagrams. Index. 
A book of 282 problems based on a university undergraduate course in electronics. 
The first part sets out the problems and gives the bare answers while the second 
part gives the detailed electrical working of each. Both parts are well illustrated. 
The work covers a wide variety of electronic applications, and where possible the 
problems are based on practical data. A most useful reference book for lecturers, for 
class students, and for self-teaching. The author is a Lecturer in Electrical Engineering 
in the University of Sheffield.

ON NUCLEAR ENERGY: Its Potential for Peacetime Uses. Donald

The author, who is one of the leading physicists at Brookhaven National Laboratory, 

U.S.A., has been engaged in nuclear research for the last fifteen years and this book 

is based on lectures given to lay audiences during that period. Although there are 

chapters on nuclear reactors and radioisotopes, the emphasis is on fundamental 
atomic and nuclear physics presented in such a way as to make it intelligible to the 
non-technical reader. The author has largely ignored developments outside the 

United States; even in the Chapter on thermonuclear fusion no mention is made of 

the British achievement. Nevertheless the book is a well-written and accurate account

used in industry and medicine. The first half of the booklet deals with physics, and 
then describes the explosion, how monitoring instruments work, and finally the 
effects, treatment and protection against radiation. Much information is collected 
in seven appendices.

This latest volume of the series maintains the high standard set by its predecessors. 
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The method of subject indexing under materials analysed, apparatus and methods 
proves very serviceable in practice, and cross-indexing is quite adequate. Typo- 
graphical layout is such that easy reference is ensured. Owing to the rather long 
delay in publication, some of the papers have been abstracted previously in other 
journals but a considerable number do not appear to have been noted elsewhere.

This was a very well-attended gathering with delegates not only from many 

European countries but also from the U.S.A., South Africa, Russia, and China. 

There are over 100 papers grouped in sections which cover arc, spark and general 

emission, instruments for emission studies, flame spectroscopy, absorption methods, 

ultra-violet absorptiometry and infra-red spectroscopy. Papers remain as delivered 
in one of the three official languages of the colloquium—English, French or German; 
there are no alternative language summaries. One is glad to note the general concise- 
ness and clarity of the papers. British government, university and industrial research 
is represented. A colloquium of first-class importance reporting much original 
investigation and experiment.

This book aims at presenting the occurrence, extraction, physical and chemical 
properties and the applications in the atomic energy industry of uranium and 
thorium, particular attention being given to the metallurgy of these elements, and 
such important aspects as the methods for canning them, and a number of other 
related matters. The book is directed to the technically trained non-specialist, e.g., to 
chemists, engineers and physicists not particularly acquainted with the problems of 
the atomic energy industry. There are a number of good illustrations and the book 
may be said to succeed remarkably well in its rather difficult aims.

Considerable attention is given not only to the various reactions, 
but as far as possible to the factors influencing the efficiency with which they can be 
performed. The book should thus appeal not only to academic research workers, 
but also to those considering the use of electrode processes on a larger scale in industry. 
There is no other modern book dealing with this topic on this level, and it will be 
widely welcomed.

The third and last section of Dr. Vogel’s work is also the most useful. Whereas 

numerous other texts have covered the ground dealt with in the previous two parts, 

fewer have been written on Quantitative Organic Analysis. Dr. Vogel is a most 
experienced writer of works on practical chemistry, and this volume should prove 
very useful both to the chemistry student and to the research worker. While not 
exhaustive, it describes a considerable range of methods including titrations in non- 
aqueous solvents and the use of base-exchange resins, as well as semi-micro and 
macro methods of elementary and group analysis. The level of this book seems 
somewhat less elementary than that of the previous two volumes. Equipment 
required for this work is of a relatively simple nature.

This is the first overall modern study of the climate of New Zealand and is based 
on material collected between 1945 and 1951. The first three chapters deal with 
New Zealand as a whole and general factors governing climatic conditions, and 
these are followed by detailed regional surveys. The photographs show different 
features of the country illustrating the effect of varying climatic conditions, and the 
numerous maps, diagrams and tables provide a lavish documentation for this survey. 
The author’s purpose has been to give climatic information in the geographical 
context, but his work will certainly prove of value in relation to economic and 
agricultural studies, also.

STUDIES ON FOSSIL VERTEBRATES. Presented to David Meredith

This most stimulating work is a symposium by twelve internationally renowned 
palacontologists presented as a tribute to the work of Professor D. M. S. Watson. 
The essays thus reflect his wide interests, some discussing the origin and evolution 
of the fishes while others comment on Permian mammal-like reptiles and the early 
dinosaurs. Among the most useful contributions are those considering wider 
evolutionary concepts and it is a notable feature of the book that so much consists 
of a critical reassessment of geological and palacontological data. It is, however, to 
be regretted that the essays are presented in the alphabetical order of the authors’ 
names, rather than with related essays collected together. The book will be essential 
reading for all students of the vertebrates and their evolution. (566)

CIBA FOUNDATION SYMPOSIUM ON THE CHEMISTRY 
AND BIOLOGY OF MUCOPOLYSACCHARIDES. Editors for

458. 1958. 21 cm. 336 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. Indexes. 
Professor W. T. J. Morgan of the Lister Institute of Preventive Medicine was 
Chairman of the group of thirty specialists, representing a wide ficld of research in 
Australia, Europe, the United Kingdom and United States, which met in London 
in April, 1957. Their studies ranged over chemistry, physiochemistry, immuno- 
chemistry, biosynthesis, chemical genetics, serological reactions, physiological, 
pharmacological and pathological problems. To indicate the diversity of topic, the 
Chairman contributed a paper on mucopolysaccharides associated with blood group 
specificity, M. Stacey on general chemistry, A. Gottschalk on the prosthetic group 
and its relation to influenza virus, P. Gyorgy on N-containing saccharides in human 
milk and E. Klenk on neuraminic acid. (574-19) 


MARINE LIFE OF COASTAL WATERS (Western Europe). Edouard 
le Danois. Translated from the French and adapted by N. A. Holme. Harrap, 63s.

An addition to a series which has already dealt lavishly with birds, mammals and 

fish. The illustrations are mostly from photographs by Dr. D. P. Wilson of the 

Plymouth Marine Biological Station and they form a series as remarkable for their 

original excellence as for the skill of their reproduction. The ground covered is, this 

time, less than world-wide, being confined to western Europe with a special section 
devoted to the Mediterranean coast of France. The text deals first with the character- 
istics of the shallow water environment from an ecological point of view and then 
discusses the habitat assortment of the colourful varieties of marine life according to 
zonation and exposure.

The author’s background is Columbia University, where he was a genetics research 
worker between 1911 and 1916, when important discoveries regarding the chromo- 
some theory were being made there. The text is designed to provide a one-year 
course for students who have already spent a year on biology, or it can be adapted to 
give a half-year course. It covers classical genetics and basic principles regarding the 
nature of the germ plasm. Besides an extensive revision, in the course of which much 
recent knowledge has been incorporated, there are new chapters upon the Rh-blood 
groups, mutable genes, biochemical and microbial genetics, cytoplasmic inheritance, 
heredity and environment, and population genetics.

PORTRAIT OF A WILDERNESS. The Story of the Coto Dofiana 
Expeditions. Guy Mountfort. Introduction by Field Marshal the Viscount 
Alanbrooke. Hutchinson, 30s. 1958. 24°5 cm. 240 pages. Photographs (some in 
colour) by Eric Hosking. Drawings by Penelope Mountfort and the author. 
Map. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Mountfort is Secretary of the British Ornithologists’ Union and co-author with 

Peterson and Hollom of a west European bird guide which has broken new ground 
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in efficiency and completeness of presentation. He gives here an account of three 
expeditions to a wild area of south-west Spain, the Coto Dofiana, in which many 
well-known ornithologists were involved. He writes well and mixes judiciously 
personalities, studies of the country and people and information about the flora and 
fauna (though birds vastly predominate) of this fascinating area. Some of the species 
shown in Eric Hosking’s splendid photographs are here illustrated for the first time 
by the camera. This account shows the value of organisation and co-operation in 
documenting the world’s vanishing natural assets. (598-29446) 


THE EXPLOITATION OF SEA BIRDS IN SEYCHELLES. The 
Hon. M. W. Ridley and Lord Richard Percy. H.M. Stationery Office, 12s.6d. 
1958. 24°5 cm. 86 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. 
(Colonial Research Studies No. 25) 

The two authors spent several months in the Seychelles in 1955 to investigate the 
position of the bird population (particularly the Sooty Tern) and the extent to which 
the collection of eggs was harming it. Their report is interesting not only in itself 
but for the information it contains on the wild life of a little known Colonial 
territory; in this connection the attractive photographs have a more than technical 
interest. The recommendations of the investigators provided for safeguards of 
cropping, more adequate statistical records, some bird sanctuaries, and protection of 
eggs and other measures which they regard as essential both for the preservation of 
certain species of birds and for the long term prospects of the egg industry.

His forty odd years 
spent in the Indian Forest Service and Malaya, and his enthusiasm for first-hand 
observation of nature, make his book outstanding. Being both an observer and a 
good writer he is able to provide the reader with an excellent background study of 
Indian social organisation. One cannot help appreciating his central theme of the 
elephant’s personality, but his narrative carries just as much conviction in the 
incidental picture it conveys of the country.

of the great inventors. Separate chapters are devoted to power, transport, communica- 

tions, materials, etc. The author touches lightly on the technical details, preferring to 
concentrate on the implications and significance of each inventor’s work and its 
relation to general technological development. The crisp, narrative style will attract 
the gencral reader, and although there are some minor inaccuracies in the descriptions 
of recent developments, the book gives a reasonably well-balanced and objective 
account of the evolution of modern technology.

IDEALS IN MEDICINE. A Christian Approach to Medical Practice. 
Edited by Vincent Edmunds and C. Gordon Scorer. Tyndale Press for the Christian 
Medical Fellowship, 12s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 192 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 
The findings of a study group of the Fellowship, but not necessarily its official views, 
regarding the ethical ak of a Christian doctor are here discussed by thirteen medical 
men in fourteen essays. They have specially in mind young medical men who need 
guidance regarding the application of Christian principles to their standards of 
personal conduct, their relations with their patients and colleagues, to professional 
secrecy, their attitude to sexual problems, euthanasia, the disabled, incurable and 
dying, and faith healing. While this very readable book is necessarily most useful as 
a guide to Christians, since medical er are fundamental to the welfare of the 
patient, it may stimulate a reassessment of views outside, as well as within, 


Christendom. (610) 


PRACTICAL NURSING, including Hygiene, Elementary Psychology and 
Dietetics. The late W. T. Gordon Pugh. Edited by P. D. Gordon Pugh assisted 
by Margaret S. Pugh. 18th edition. Blackwood, 30s. 1958. 21 cm. 1,230 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 

The editors have undertaken the most drastic revision of this comprehensive textbook, 

adding more than a hundred new illustrations, rewriting much of the text and 

introducing many subjects for the first time. Designed to cover the syllabus for the 
qualifying examinations (introduced in 1951) of the General Nursing Council of 

England and Wales, it is accordingly divided into two parts, Preliminary and Final 

Courses. The questions set at these examinations are collected at the end of the 

volume. Those set in earlier years are given in the appropriate sections of the text, an 

arrangement which disturbs the continuity and interest of the text. (610-73) 


MEDICAL ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT. Principles, Installation, 
Operation and Maintenance of Electrical Equipment used in Hospitals and Clinics. 
Edited by Robert E. Molloy. Newnes, 35s. 1958. 23 cm. 330 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

There are now few fields of medical work in which electrical and electronic appliances 

are not essential equipment, and a comprehensive textbook on the care and up-keep 

of such apparatus has long been overdue. The present book, which is intended for 
medical staff and similar people who do not, necessarily, have a profound knowledge 
of electrical science, covers equipment used in diagnosis, physical therapy, artificial 
respiration and air conditioning and refrigeration, with additional chapters on 
illumination and the general maintenance of auxiliary electrical equipment and motors. 
A feature of the text is the emphasis on safety aspects. The book is well illustrated and 
useful references are given at the end of most of the chapters. (610-78) 


DOCTOR AT COURT. Wilhelm Treue. Translated from the German by 
Frances Fawcett. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 206 pages. 
Doctor at Court traces the history of personal physicians to the famous, from the 
medical man appointed to serve the Duke of Lorraine in the 15th century to the 
humanitarian Finn, Felix Kersten, who treated Himmler and obtained from him the 
release of political prisoners as payment for his services. The author devotes several 
chapters to the medical history of English monarchs, such as James I, Charles I, 
Charles II and Queen Victoria, and to British physicians who served compatriot and 
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foreign heads of state. There are one or two errors which may have arisen in translation 
from the German, but these in no way detract from the interest of the work. (610-9)

The Senior Lecturer in Anatomy, St. Mary’s Hospital Medical School, London, has 

preserved the author’s original aim in this textbook for undergraduate and post- 

graduate students: that is, to describe the bones of the body in their relation to the 
form and function of contiguous bones, giving only the essentials for this purpose, but 
appending to each chapter a guide to further reading. As the last edition was published 
in 1940, the present edition has necessitated much rewriting and a revision of the text 
too detailed and sweeping to outline here. X-ray plates have been added to the 
plentiful illustrations, which are designed to facilitate the student’s recognition of 
actual bones from the textual description. This efficient, reliable textbook offers good 
value at a modest price. (611) 


ATOMIC RADIATION DANGERS AND WHAT THEY MEAN

This book is an attempt to explain, in the simplest possible way, the known facts 

about the dangers arising from ionizing radiations. The author describes and compares 

the effects of natural radiation which has always been present, man-made radiation 
from industrial and medical applications which has existed since 1895, and radiation 

arising from nuclear reactors and bomb tests which we have had to endure since 1945. 

In general the author is content to outline the facts of the situation, indicating where 

there is disagreement among experts, and to leave it to the reader to form his own 

opinions as to the proper course to pursue in dealing with this problem. Only the 
most rudimentary scientific knowledge is required to follow the argument, and the 
book should be read by everyone who may be concerned about this rising tide of

Part II reports very readably upon the incidence of disease in England and Wales 

during 1956; it compares incidence, by means of text and tables, with that of previous 

years back to 1940, and, when such a comparison has special point, to 1850. The text 
discusses the spread of infection, progress in diagnosis and treatment, immunisation 
against infectious diseases and care in mental hospitals and mental deficiency institu- 
tions. Other subjects covered include adenovirus infections, pyogenic infections in 
hospitals, laboratory services, tuberculosis, the cancers, maternal and child care, 
university students’ health service, care of the aged, artificial limb service, the blind 
and deaf, and recent developments in pharmacology and pharmacy. (614-0942) 


BRITISH PHARMACOPOEIA, 1958. Official from 1st September, 
1958. Pharmaceutical Press for the General Medical Council, 63s. 1958. 23 cm. 1,038 
pages. Index. 


For the five-yearly revision of the British Pharmacopoeia, which has statutory force in 
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the United Kingdom and parts of the British Commonwealth, the advice of authori- 
ties in Australia, Canada, India, Malaya, New Zealand, Singapore and South Africa 
was sought regarding the retention and introduction of drugs in those countries. 
Descriptions of most of the new preparations which were proposed are now incor- 
porated. As a result of the revision, 160 monographs, not in the 1953 Pharmacopoeia 
or its 1955 Addendum, have been added, 56 monographs from the Addendum included 
and 137 deletions made. There are also alterations in composition and dosages. Titles 
have been transposed, with the English name of the drug given precedence, followed 
by the form in which it is prescribed, e.g. sulphamerazine tablets, and a Latin subtitle. 
Important new material is concerned with radioactive chemicals, hormones, syn- 
thetic drugs, antibiotics, mixed antigens, vaccines, methods of assay and spectro- 
photometry.

E. H. Bensley and G. E. Joron. 2nd edition. Livingstone, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 224 pages.

The Director and the Assistant Physician, Department of Metabolism and Toxicology, 

Montreal General Hospital, provide for general practitioners a handbook from which 

information can be quickly gleaned in an emergency. In Section 1, they deal with 

basic principles of treatment, and then with methods, including the use of drugs, 
giving dosages. Section 2 is concerned with the commoner poisons, clinical diagnosis, 
pathogenesis and prognosis. Treatment, before and after arrival of the physician, is 
set out in numbered paragraphs according to the order in which therapeutic measures 
are applied. Appendices give information regarding emergency poison kit and 
samples for chemical analysis.

MEDICINE: Essentials for Practitioners and Students. G. E. Beaumont. 7th edition.

The title indicates the scope of this book as exactly as Dr. Beaumont, an Examiner 

in Medicine, Oxford University, elucidates the aetiology, clinical findings, differential 

diagnosis, prognosis and treatment, of diseases encountered in the medical wards of a 

general hospital; pyschological and dermatological medicine being therefore excluded, 

but infectious and tropical diseases included. For practitioners, he outlines the investi- 
gations necessary in the diagnosis of each disease and gives particularly clear guidance 
on the dosage and administration of drugs, with many full prescriptions. For students, 
the material is admirably arranged and the text concise. Dr. Beaumont has introduced 
twenty-eight new articles, has rewritten or recast sections on thirty-nine diseases, 
added notes on twenty-one others, and described the uses of thirty new drugs. 
P. H. Friedlander has contributed a chapter on water and electrolytic balance. (616)

Doctor Rodney has altered only personal names and circumstances in taking from his 
case-sheets the details about these true stories of his work. His description of his varied 
patients and their treatment is clear, unassuming and enlightening. He emphasises the 
importance of the interaction of mind and body in, for example, shock, ‘nerves’, 
obsessions, hysteria and “black-outs’. He has a wide experience of remedial hypnosis 
and of allergic diseases. The vivid chapter on his experience as a Mercantile Marine 
Surgeon in wartime rounds off a fine book full of useful knowledge and encourage- 
ment from a wise friend of all those who come to be healed. (616)

Among the twenty-four authorities whom Dr. Gardiner-Hill has enlisted to contribute 

documented, critical articles upon the important advances of the last ten years and 

implications for the future are experts from Australia, New Zealand and the U.S.A. 

They write for research and clinical endocrinologists, general physicians and post- 

abies students, and the subjects offered—which exclude anterior pituitary hor- 

mones, parathyroid glands, and infertility in the male, adequately covered elsewhere— 
are those in which progress has been marked, such as the thyroid hormones. Also 
discussed are endocrine factors in diabetes mellitus, over- and under-nutrition, the 
control of fluid balance, the uses of cortisone and corticotrophin, and, in several 
chapters, the adrenal cortex. The role of female sex hormones, including such aspects 
as infertility in the female, are also fully dealt with, and, in the last two chapters, 
present views on carcinoid tumours and serotoxin and the stress concept are evaluated.

He gives an 
invaluable account of the notable scientific advances reported during the proceedings.

otolaryingologists needing a review of progress. Thus Mr. Korkis emphasises pre- 
vention, diagnosis and treatment, and lists, besides references to historical papers, 
important work published, with a few exceptions, within the last five years. 
He discusses anaesthesia, audiology, the deaf infant, and functions of the nose, and in 
the remaining seventeen chapters deals with injury, diseases and their treatment, 
including very clear expositions of surgical techniques. There is also a useful chapter 
on poliomyelitis and otolaryngology, while a due proportion of the text is concerned 
with tumours.

Alexander Gordon, the Aberdeen obstetrician, who had, in 1786, written a book on 

the use of cold bathing in disease prevention and cure, published in 1795 a treatise 

on the epidemic puerperal fever of Aberdeen. This work stressed for the first time 
the contagiousness of the dreaded childbed fever. A short biography of Gordon is 
followed by an assessment of the knowledge of puerperal fever before 1795 and 
finally by a summary of the treatise itself. In bringing the work of this Scottish pioneer 
to a larger circle of readers, Dr. Porter establishes Gordon’s precedence over Holmes 
and Semmelweis in his discovery. This is an interesting work which deserves to be 
widely read. (618) 


MODERN TRENDS IN PAEDIATRICS (Second Series). Edited by

The Professor of Veterinary Preventive Medicine, University of Queensland, Brisbane, 
here presents an up-to-date account of tuberculosis in man and in those animal species 
upon which findings have been confirmed. He first deals with bovine tuberculosis, 
its incidence, pathogenesis and bacteriology, control, eradication, and bovine-type 
infection in man. The disease in other animals takes nearly half the text, and includes 
discussions of avian tuberculosis, wild birds and the chick embryo. Finally the patho- 
logy and epidemiology in animals and man is compared. Useful to research workers 
are the summary of the most important reports, published between 1904 and 1911, 
of the Royal Commission on Tuberculosis, and the references to basic and current 
literature.

This outstanding work by a well-known authority will long stand as a leading 
reference book on bloodstock breeding.

logical uses. The volume should be of considerable value not only to those particularly 
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interested in gelatine and glue, but also to those working on other topics in the 
polypeptide and protein field, The lecture by Professor Pauling deals briefly with the 
configuration of polypeptide chains in proteins. While, with so many contributors 
to the proceedings, the standard naturally varies, it is on the whole remarkably high.

BRITISH PLASTICS YEARBOOK 1958. A Classified Guide to the 
Plastics Industry.

The current edition of this useful year book has been thoroughly revised. Of its eight 
sections, three give classified lists of manufacturers and suppliers of materials, finished 
products and equipment, and a fourth supplies a world list of trade and proprietary 
names connected with the industry, covering materials as well as finished goods. 
A section of names and addresses lists nearly 4,000 firms associated with plastics, 
grouped under countries, and the Who’s Who lists names and positions of prominent 
figures actively engaged in the industry in Britain. The review of patents issued during 
the previous year is grouped under subjects, and appearing for the first time is a set 
of tables giving comparative properties of plastics materials. There is also a glossary 
of plastics technical terms. (668-4058) 


POLYURETHANES. Bernard A. Dombrow. Chapman & Hall, 36s. 1958.

Up to the publication of this small book there had been no attempt to produce a 

comprehensive survey, in English, of the range of polyurethanes and their applications. 

This has now been done by an author who obviously has considerable experience in 

the field. The book is addressed to a wide range of readers, chemists and non-chemists, 

and deals with the chemistry of these polymers and their applications as rigid, semi- 

rigid and flexible foams, as rubbers, adhesives, coatings and in textiles. (668-423)

REVIEW OF TEXTILE PROGRESS. Vol. 8: 1956. The Textile Institute 
(Manchester) and The Society of Dyers and Colourists (Bradford), 42s. 1957. 21 cm.

This report has been published annually since 1949 for the Textile Institute and the 

Society of Dyers and Colourists. It is probably the most comprehensive survey of its 

kind for any country—for example, in this volume a chapter on the physical testing 

of fibres contains no less than 500 references to literature from practically every textile 
manufacturing area of the world. Thirty well-known experts write on fibres of all 
types, the physical and chemical problems of their production, yarn preparation, 
fabric production, dyeing, printing, finishing and testing. There are also chapters on 
textile plant and machinery, on the industrial applications of textiles and, finally, 

a very interesting comparison of the organisation of the cotton and rayon industries

In this comprehensive volume some 1,600 ingredients, non-proprietary and also those 
marketed under distinctive trade and grade names, representing the products of 330

compositions, physical properties, uses and suppliers. The layout and indexes are good 
and each section deals with a particular class of compounding ingredient or allied 
chemical product. The book should prove a valuable practical aid to the works chemist, 
to all concerned with the compounding of natural and synthetic rubbers and also to 
the plastics industry.

ON ART AND ARTISTS. Auguste Rodin. Translated from the French 
of Paul Gsell by Mrs. Romilly Fedden. Introduction by Alfred Werner. Peter 
Owen, $0s.

A reprint of Mrs. Fedden’s English translation (1912) of Rodin’s discourses on art. 

The great French sculptor recorded his ideas on the nature of art, particularly sculpture, 

in a series of conversations with his disciple Paul Gsell who then worked them up 

into a series of sparkling discourses in which opinions on modelling, movement in art, 
the beauty of women, Phidias and Michelangelo, the usefulness of the artist, and other 
topics are interspersed with autobiographical reminiscences. Attractively printed (in 

America) the present volume is generously illustrated with reproductions of Rodin’s 

works, taken mainly from casts in American collections; it is a pity the example of 

the 1912 English edition was not followed by reproducing, as well, at least some of the 
numerous works by other artists discussed with insight and appreciation by the

THE NATIONAL GALLERY OF CANADA. Catalogue of Paintings 
and Sculpture. Edited by R. H. Hubbard. Volume 1: Older Schools. University of 
Toronto Press (Ottawa and Toronto), $4.95. 1957; Oxford University Press (London), 
40s. 1958. 26 cm. 168 pages. Numerous illustrations. 

Compiled by the chief curator of the National Gallery of Canada, this is the first of 

three projected catalogues describing the paintings and sculpture of this rapidly 

growing collection which was founded in 1880. The present volume lists works 
executed before 1800, arranged by schools and subdivided alphabetically under names 
of artists. A small reproduction of each picture or sculpture is included in the cata- 
logue description, which gives details of literature, provenance, etc. Recent acquisi- 
tions, especially the important group of pictures from the Liechtenstein collection, 
have given international status to Canada’s national gallery, as this well-arranged and 
scholarly catalogue demonstrates. (708)

This new and fresh review of Chinese art is arranged in eight sections, roughly 

corresponding to the main periods of Chinese history, with each of which is associated 

a particular art-form: jade, bronze, lacquer, silk, sculpture, pottery, painting and 

calligraphy, and architecture. The story begins with jade, a material used in Neolithic 

Chinese culture from which period nothing of architecture, painting, etc. survives, 

and finishes with contemporary architecture in the “Chinese Renaissance’ style which 

was developed during the Kuomintang revolutionary struggles of the early nineteen- 
twenties. Throughout, the author displays a detailed knowledge and intimate under- 
standing of his subject, and the historical and social background is always kept in 
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mind. This comprehensive study should appeal to the many people who feel the 
fascination of Chinese art and civilisation. (709°51)

Whereas in the opportunist industrial order of modern Western civilisation man’s 

whole energy is devoted to making sure of mere existence, the ancient civilisation of 

India offers leisure and stability. Today the relationship of East and West is in crisis 

and constructive European thought must seck the co-operation of Eastern philo- 

sophers, if civilisation is to survive. Such is the message of this thought-provoking 


work.

Sculpture 
CONSTANTIN BRANCUSI. David Lewis. Tiranti, 18s. 1958. 19 cm. 
56 pages of text. 67 illustrations. Bibliography. 

The Roumanian-born sculptor Brancusi died in Paris in 1957 where he had lived 
since 1904. In the development of modern sculpture his contribution may be compared 
with that of the cubists in painting; he helped to make people ‘shape-conscious’, as 
Henry Moore has done in England. The plates in this book show examples of Brancusi’s 
carvings in stone, wood, and polished bronze. His aims and methods were the opposite 
of the sensuous, impressionistic, modelling technique of Rodin, the leading French 
sculptor of the late 19th century, against whom he violently reacted. Brancusi displays 
a puritan simplicity, a primitive emphasis upon form and material; his semi-abstract 
shapes have a serene but incisive impact which is well brought out in Mr. Lewis's 
choice of plates and discerning text. (730-944) 


ROMANESQUE BRONZES. Church Portals in Mediaeval Europe 
Hermann Leisinger. Translated from the German. Phoenix House, 63s. 1958. 
32°5 cm. 16 pages of text. 160 plates. 

The severe, uncompromisingly religious character of romanesque art is strikingly 

revealed in this collection of more than 150 photographs of bronze doors made 

between 1015-1186 in Germany and Italy (with one example each from Russia and 

Poland). Dr. Leisinger’s photographs reproduce the nae quality of the original 

cast and polished bronze with fine effect. There are numerous details of individual 

religious scenes and figure groups, as well as pictures of the complete doors with all 
their panels, ornaments and handles. In a picture-book of this kind the text is sub- 
servient to the plates, and Dr. Leisinger supplies only a short introduction, together 
with a list of plates briefly but adequately identifying the subject-matter of each 
picture. The text and plates were printed in Switzerland where the German edition, 
identical in format and lay-out, appeared in 1956. (739°5) 


Glassware 


ENGLISH GLASS FOR THE COLLECTOR, 1660-1860. G. Bernard 
Hughes. Lutterworth Press, 328.6d. 1958. 23 cm. 252 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 

There are many manuals on English glassware. This one is written for collectors in 

need of a comprehensive handbook covering the whole field up to and including 
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mid-Victorian glass. Especially valuable are the chapters on moulded, pinched, and 
pressed glass (techniques developed to meet the needs of a larger public unable to 
afford the luxury of hand-cut glass); these products have not been systematically 
treated in any book before. All the more expensive and better known types of glass 
are discussed as well, and concluding chapters deal with such interesting miscellanea 
as coloured glass, crystal cameos, paper-weights, rolling pins, reflecting globes, and 
witch balls. The illustrations are varied and well chosen, making up a pleasant book. 
The author is an enthusiastic glass collector himself and well known for his books and 
articles on all types of antiques. (748) 


Painting 
THE HORSE IN ART. David Livingstone-Learmonth. Studio Publications, 
42s. 1958. 29 cm. 48 pages of text. 102 illustrations (4 in colour). 

The horse has always been a favourite animal with artists. Mr. Livingstone-Learmonth’s 
book consists of a collection of plates, each with a descriptive note, and a short intro- 
ductory text. Emphasis is mainly on the English school of horse painters—W ooton, 
Stubbs, Seymour, Marshall, and others—but examples are also included of earlier 
periods and of the work of some of the great romantic painters of r9th century France 
such as Géricault. In the briskly written text the author considers both the naturalistic 
and the aesthetic or symbolic tradition in equine portraiture, though his practical 
knowledge of horses and horse anatomy makes him slightly unsympathetic towards 
the 17th century ‘state pictures’ of rulers on horseback which show the horse in its 
symbolic, non-naturalistic role. (758) 


GRUNEWALD. [Introduction by] Nikolaus Pevsner. [Essay by] Michael Meier, 
translated from the German by Peter Gorge. Thames & Hudson, 63s. 1958. 31 cm. 
44 pages of text. 143 plates (26 in colour). Catalogue of works. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The pictures of Mathis Gothardt Neithardt (c. 1475-1528), known as Griinewald, 

manifest the essence of the German Gothic spirit on the eve of the Reformation period, 

combining an often cruel realism with a northern mysticism; the great Isenheim 
altarpiece at Colmar has sometimes been hailed as the supreme example of German 
painting. Professor Pevsner analyses the origin and affinities of Griinewald’s style and 
his relations with contemporary artists, while a continental scholar, Michael Meicr, 
furnishes an account of the artist’s life and a catalogue of works. The few facts estab- 
lished about Griinewald’s life are here set forth, but the main impact comes from the 
magnificent plates which reproduce all the extant works. This volume is not, as 
claimed, the first comprehensive study of the artist in English: Arthur Burkhard’s 
monograph (Cambridge, Mass., 1936) is the starting point for English studies of 
Griinewald and contains a much fuller bibliography. (759°3) 


NATIONAL GALLERY CATALOGUES. Dutch School, XVII-XIX 
Centuries. 2 vols. Published by Order of the Trustees of the National Gallery, 2103. 
1958. 41 cm. 434 plates (24 in colour). 

These volumes contain well over 400 monochrome as well as 24 colour plates 

reproducing paintings of the Dutch School in the National Gallery, London. The 

plates are arranged alphabetically by artist’s name, beginning with one of the well- 
known winter scenes by Hendrick Avercamp (1585-1634) and finishing with a land- 
scape by Jan Wijnants (d. 1684). Pictures reproduced in colour are also shown in 
monochrome. At the end of Vol. 2 the artists’ signatures are reproduced in their actual 
size. A further volume containing a detailed catalogue and a discussion of the pictures 
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is planned to appear later in the year. Meanwhile, these splendid plates supply an 
absorbing corpus of examples of the Dutch School for students of painting as well 
as forming a reference book to the national collection. (759°9492)

THE BRITISH JOURNAL PHOTOGRAPHIC ALMANAC, 1958. 
Edited by Arthur J. Dalladay. Greenwood, 6s. boards; 8s.6d. cloth. 1958. 18-5 cm. 
616 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in colour). Bibliography. Index. 
This ninety-ninth edition of the famous almanac contains an up-to-date authoritative 
commentary on the progress of photography, new apparatus and materials. A valuable 
feature is the 19-page section devoted to materials for colour and black-and-white 
photography and narrow gauge cinematography. In addition to the usual volume of 
information covering tables, formulae, optical data and technical terms, the book 
contains a 32-page pictorial photogravure supplement of modern work by leading 
exhibitors, and a number of articles by experts on: Microscopy for the Medical 
Photographer, Birds in the Tree Tops, Church Photography with Simple Equipment 
and Progress in Still Projection. This year the editors write on “Has Colour Arrived?’.

COLOUR FILMS. The Technique of Working with Colour Materials. 
C. Leslie Thomson. Focal Press, 42s. 1958. 19 cm. 290 pages. Diagrams. Index. 
(Manual of Photo Technique) 

In this new volume in this series an expert deals exhaustively with all aspects of 

working with every type of colour film. He covers in detail negative as well as 

reversal materials and includes such topics as exposure, processing and manipulation. 

Reference to additive-type films is omitted. Chapters include: Camera Equipment, 

Light Quality and Filters, Flash, Composition and Colour, Duplication of Trans- 

parencies, Care of Prints and Transparencies, Negative-Positive Procedures, Experi- 

ment and Fault Finding. The high proportion of first-hand and independent 

information in this book should form a reliable basis for further study. (778-6) 


Music 
J. S. BACH. André Pirro. Translated from the French by Mervyn Savill. 
Calder, 21s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 276 pages. Illustrations. Musical examples. Catalogue of 
works. Discography. Bibliography. 
In the seventy pages devoted to Bach’s life, and the 120 pages analysing his music, 
the treatment is necessarily selective, but Pirro was such a complete master of his 
subject that he could make many salient points which have escaped the writers of 
longer books. Originally published thirty-nine years ago, this classic of French 
musical scholarship has stood the test of time, and will be welcomed in its first and 
very readable English translation by all lovers of Bach. Perhaps the most valuable 
chapter is that on the cantatas, where Pirro pays special attention to Bach’s marvellous 
power of matching the expression to the text. Throughout, the scholarly annotations 
add greatly to the value of the book. (780-92) 


ESSENTIALS OF CONDUCTING. Lazare Saminsky. Dennis Dobson, 
7s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 64 pages. Index. (The Student’s Music Library) 

As a conductor and composer well known in Europe and America, Mr. Saminsky has 

distilled his long experience into this thoughtful little book. It contains much that 

aspiring conductors can read with profit. From close observation of the great men 
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of his generation (back to Nikisch in about 1910) the author tries to define the qualities 
of personality, technique and rhythm which make the difference between the great 
and the mediocre interpretation of a masterpiece. The chapter on rhythmic ensemble 
is outstandingly good. (785) 


The Cinema 


FILM AS ART. Rudolf Arnheim. Faber, 25s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 194 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 
Dr. Arnheim’s Film als Kunst, originally published in Germany over twenty-five 
years ago, was concerned with the psychological and aesthetic bases of the medium 
of pictures in motion. It still remains the best known and most thorough study of its 
kind, and the main part of it is reproduced in the present volume in a slightly revised 
form, together with four articles written between 1933 and 1938 and translated into 
English by the author, who works now in the United States. This additional material 
comprises a consideration of the idea behind originating pictures in motion, an 
analysis of what makes motion expressive, an examination of the artistic problems 
that lie at the roots of combining sound and image, and a study of the possible effects 
of television which, although written in 1935, proves remarkably foreseeing. (792-93) 


Sports and Games 
SPORT AND SOCIETY. A Symposium. Edited by Alex Natan. 
Bowes & Bowes, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 208 pages. Index. 

An anthology of eighteen articles on sport in all its aspects; including the medical, 
the aesthetic, the psychological and the political. Authors include six Britons, four 
Germans, a Swiss, a Dane, a Finn, a Frenchman, a Hungarian and an American. With 
titles ranging from “Reflections on Fair Play’ by Berno Wischmann, one of Germany's 
leading athletic coaches, tg ‘Psycho-analytic Reflections on the Development of Ball 
Games’ by Adrian Stokes, there is a bit of something for everybody in this very mixed 
bag of entertaining but unequal contributions. (796-04) 


THE ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF ASSOCIATION FOOTBALL. 
Compiled by Maurice Golesworthy. New and revised edition. Hale, 15s. 1958. 
22 cm. 188 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

WORLD CUP. Brian Glanville and Jerry Weinstein. Hale, 16s. 1958. 22 cm. 
226 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

These are two books which cover, in popular style, a good deal of the history of 

soccer. The first is a useful reference work dealing with all aspects of the game and 

the revised edition gives information up to the end of the 1956-57 season in Great 

Britain and includes references to the game in many countries throughout the world. 

More details about football in European and South American countries are given in 

the second book, which tells the history of the World Cup for Association football, 

first established in 1930. The final rounds in the sixth series of this competition take 
place during the summer of 1958 and the publication of this volume, recalling many 

thrilling incidents of international matches, is therefore opportune. (796-33) 


ADVANCED GOLF. Cary Middlecoff. Edited by Tom Michael. Nicholas 
Kaye, 18s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 

A welcome omission, unusual in this type of book, is that no attempt is made to 

dissect the golf swing, but full advice is given on grip and body-control ; the developed 

swing should be the player’s own, based on good fundamentals. Through the green 
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and putting are fully treated, and most interesting parts deal with playing in wind and 
weather, planning the stroke ahead, and methods for going round, under and over 
obstacles. The author’s views on tournament tactics commend themselves, in view of 
his own highly successful record as amateur and professional, the book is easy to read 
and understand and should bring improved play and mental approach to many.

CORONATION EVEREST. James Morris. Faber, 16s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 
146 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 
James Morris was the correspondent sent by The Times to accompany the successful 
Everest expedition. He tells how the series of dispatches, culminating in the triumphant 
final one, in code, was despatched by runner to be sent by radio from Namche, and 
of the need for secrecy to prevent pirating of the exclusive story. For a man without 
any experience of mountainecring to climb to Camp IV was a most remarkable feat 
and his description of his activities is both vivid and modest. The book gives a 
fascinating picture of the now well-known expedition from an unfamiliar point of 
view. Mountaineers will be grateful to James Morris for this book. (796-52) 


THE ENGLISH STYLE OF ROWING. New Light on an Old Method. 
Peter Haig-Thomas and M. A. Nicholson. Faber, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 164 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 

A book for rowing men only. In Part I the authors argue that the present decadence 

of English rowing is due to the abandonment of sound traditional principles in favour 

of various heresies. In Part II they expound and illustrate those principles. In both 
cases they write with an authority derived from their personal success as oarsmen and 
as coaches, supported by quotations from distinguished past exponents of the style 
to which English rowing must return if our crews are to regain their ability to stand 
up to foreign competition. ‘ (797°1) 


THREE DAYS RUNNING. Sheila Willcox. Collins, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 
192 pages. Illustrations. 
International horse trials, once limited to top-flight men, have recently been invaded 
by young women, and the most notable in this tough class of horsemanship is the 
writer of this impressive and well illustrated book. At eighteen, after partnering the 
Champion Hack of 1954, she had the sole care and training of the horse that was to 
carry her to the top, High and Mighty. She tells her story with modesty and charming 
phraseology, from the agricultural shows of her childhood to the day when she and 
High and Mighty stood in the arena at Copenhagen as winners of the 1957 European 
Trials. (798-2) 


ANGLING IN EARNEST. Fred Taylor. MacGibbon & Kee, 15s. 1958. 
19 cm. 148 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
The author of this admirable book has made a life-long study and practice of angling, 
and in plain descriptive language offers his experience, from which none can fail to 
benefit. There is no slavish adherence to established rules, and his methods, evolved 
from fundamentals, are of compelling interest. Fish and their habits, water lore and 
temperature, wind and clouds, baits and tackle, weed removal and fishery manage- 
ment, are each discussed informally. Like the text, the illustrations are clear and to the 
point and the book should be warmly received by matchman and pleasure angler 


alike. (799°1) 
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THE GUN-PUNT ADVENTURE. Colin Willock. Faber, 25s. 10958. 
22°5 cm. 200 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
Shooting wild-fowl with a punt-gun is almost a dying sport but still active in south- 
east England. It is neither easy nor comfortable. Here the author tells how he and a 
friend set about putting their theories for the ideal punt and gun into practice, with 
some interesting digressions into history and the nearly extinct art of flight-netting. 
They were not entirely successful and their thirteen months of spare-time construction 
and testing left them with the determination to improve things the next season. 
Written in a breezy, conversational style, the story will instruct wild-fowlers and give 
quiet enjoyment to others. (799-24) 


THE HISTORY OF ARCHERY. Edmund Burke. Heinemann, 25s. 1958. 
21-5 cm. 232 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
The arrow was the first weapon to be propelled by created energy and marked the 
advance from hand-thrown missiles. This happened over five thousand years ago 
and is where the book begins. With such a universal weapon, the range is wide and 
covers the ancient states of the Homeric age, the era of Rome’s military power, and 
the ‘Kingdoms of the Bow’ in Asia where archery reached its climax. With more 
evidence available, the yeomen bowmen of England, the red archers of the Americas 
and the bushmen of South Africa are given a major part. It is neither text-book nor 
reference but a scholarly and fascinating story which should appeal to many more 
than the present-day archers. (799-32) 


ARCHERY FROM A-Z. Howard Wiseman and Fred Brundle. Faber, 18s. 
1958. 22°5 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
The post-war revival in Britain of the ancient sport of archery continues to expand. 
It has physical benefits derived gracefully without regard to age, calls for courteous 
behaviour and provides a serene atmosphere from the past. This excellent book, 
arranged alphabetically, serves for quick reference as well as instruction. All aspects 
of archery are covered, with the major section devoted to the shooting technique of 
the Harpenden style, which is based on the Japanese. Written in simple terms with 
useful diagrams and clear photographs, it is ideal for the beginner, while the expert 
will find in it many useful hints. (799-32) 


LITERATURE 


ART AND REALITY. The Clark Lectures, 1956. Joyce Cary. Cambridge 
University Press, 18s.6d. 1958. 20°5 cm. 190 pages. Index. 
Joyce Cary wrote these Clark Lectures, not long before his death, in the form of a 
series of short interlocking meditations. His subject is the creative process, especially 
as practised today, and he writes out of his experience as an amateur painter and a 
highly professional novelist. He contests Croce’s assertion that intuition and expression 
in art are the same thing, and insists that expression lies at the end of a long struggle 
which intuition merely touches off. Informal and pragmatic in its approach, the book 
gains greatly from its occasional autobiographical revelations and the authority of 
Mr. Cary’s own achievement. (800) 


American Literature 


THREE PLAYS: Our Town, The Skin of Our Teeth, The Matchmaker. Thornton 
Wilder. Longmans, 18s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 416 pages. 


The preface to these three plays by one of America’s foremost novelists and dramatists 
is partly autobiographical and partly a searching criticism on the state of the theatre. 
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With his narrator or ‘property man’ Wilder makes much use of the power of sugges- 
tion, dispensing with the conventions of the box-set. Both in Our Town (1938) and 
The Skin of Our Teeth (1942) he sets the homely lives of American families against 
epic events and perils, discovering greatness in the smallest happenings. The Match- 
maker (1954), a slightly modified version of his earlier play, The Merchant of Yonkers 
(1938), is for the main part an ingenious and swiftly moving farce, burlesquing the 
stock plays of the roth century which he used to see in California, but it is chiefly on 
the merits of the other two plays that Wilder’s reputation rests. (812-5) 


Australian Literature 
THE AUSTRALIAN TRADITION. Studies in a Colonial Culture. 
A. A. Phillips. F. W. Cheshire (Melbourne, Australia), 19s.6d. 1958. 22-5 cm. 
144 pages. 
In this series of essays, the author, who has achieved distinction for his critical writings 
and broadcast talks, discusses the work of many of the writers who have influenced 
the development of Australian literature. In the work of Kingsley, Boldrewood, 
Lawson, Furphy, Christopher Brennan, Hugh McCrae, Henry Handel Richardson, 
Douglas Stewart and others, he seeks to find the traces of an evolving Australian 
tradition and its relationship with centuries of English tradition. In the writings of 
modern Australian authors, this element of tradition retains its vigour. The work is 
stimulating in its approach, distinguished by its clarity and wit, and the discerning 
scholarship which pervades the criticisms. (820-4A) 


English Poetry Canadian Poetry 
POETRY IN CANADA: The First Three Steps. R. E. Rashley. Ryerson 
(Toronto, Canada), $4.50. 1958. 20 cm. 166 pages. Bibliographical notes. 
This short book serves as a very excellent introduction to the study of Canadian 
poetry in the English language, its origins and its development. It does not pretend 
to give a complete critical analysis with evaluations of individual poets but rather 
defines the main stages in the development of poetry in Canada. After surveying the 
work of the immigrant poets whose work rightfully belongs to the poetic tradition 
of the Old World, Mr. Rashley explores and assesses the work of the pioneer poets, 
the poets of nature and the contemporary group. Representative figures from each 
group are discussed and the significance of each group’s contribution is defined.

COLLECTED POEMS AND EPIGRAMS. G. Rostrevor Hamilton. 
Heinemann, 21s. 1958. 20 cm. 356 pages. 
This collection represents the harvest of forty years’ work. Sir George Hamilton has 
built up a reputation as a polished writer in the traditional forms of the short lyric, 
and he has always been careful to preserve a close alliance between subject-matter and 
poetic technique. This volume shows that he can also write accomplished narrative 
poems. His epigrams possess a neatness that easily slips into monotony, but he is at 
his best in description: the act of evoking a house, a landscape or a sunset brings out 
his most conspicuous gifts of precise expression and striking metaphor. (821-9) 


English Drama 

The Famous History of the Life of HENRY THE EIGHTH. William 
Shakespeare. Edited from the original text by G. B. Harrison. Penguin Books, 
2s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 156 pages. (The Penguin Shakespeare) 

Produced shortly before Shakespeare’s death, the authorship of this play has been 
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much disputed, many scholars having persistently, though inconclusively, attributed 
large portions of it to John Fletcher. Henry VIII resembles an historical pageant rather 
than a drama and contains elaborate stage directions. The editor’s critical introduction 
records how the ambitious first production caused a fire which burned down the 
Globe Theatre. If The Tempest represents Shakespeare’s farewell to the stage, 
Henry VIII, with its prophetic speech by Archbishop Cranmer at the christening of 
the king’s infant daughter, suggests a farewell salute to the Elizabethan age. (822-3) 


The Most Lamentable Roman Tragedy of TITUS ANDRONICUS. 
William Shakespeare. Edited from the original text by G. B. Harrison. Penguin 
Books, 2s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 124 pages. (The Penguin Shakespeare) 

Titus Andronicus is one of the earliest and to modern taste the crudest of Shakespeare’s 

plays. Among Elizabethan audiences with a strong appetite for horrific melodrama 

it was a great favourite and continued to be played well into the more sophisticated 

Jacobean era. The editor, in his interesting introduction on the play’s sources, points 

out that they were mainly legendary rather than historical and were drawn from the 

various horror successes of the time, in particular Kyd’s Spanish Tragedy, Marlowe's 

Jew of Malta and Ovid’s Metamorphoses. (822-3) 


SHAKESPEARE AND HIS BETTERS. A History and Criticism of the 
attempts which have been made to prove that Shakespeare’s works were written 
by others. R. C. Churchill, with collaboration in Bibliography and Research by 
Maurice Hussey. Max Reinhardt, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

Shakespearcans and anti-Stratfordians have been crossing swords for over a century, 

but this is almost the first methodical survey of the whole controversy. Mr. Churchill 

writes dispassionately and does ample justice to the claims advanced for Bacon, Derby, 

Rutland and others before pronouncing decisively against them. He attaches great 

importance to the secret service investigation of 1601, which followed the Essex 

Conspiracy, since this had an excellent chance of unmasking the ‘aristocratic 

Shakespeare’, had one existed. The controversy is hardly likely to be disposed of, but 

Mr. Churchill’s book at least lifts it to the level of sanity. (822-3) 


THE ROAD TO EMMAUS. A Play for Eastertide. James Forsyth. 
Heinemann, 4s. 1958. 18-5 cm. 62 pages. Paper covers. (The Drama Library) 

The author of the earlier successful Christmas play, Emmanuel, has now written this 

short three-act Easter play in verse. It is both dramatically effective and devoutly 

religious in feeling. The action covers from dawn to dusk of the third day of the 

entombment and moves from the garden below Golgotha to a well on the road to 

Emmaus and eventually to the inn at Emmaus. (822-9) 


SIX PROUST RECONSTRUCTIONS. Pamela Hansford Johnson. 
Macmillan, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 304 pages. Musical examples. 
This collection of six dramatic fragments specially written for broadcasting must rank 
as one of the most brilliant feats of literary pastiche of our time. Miss Hansford 
Johnson chooses one of the leading Proustian characters as the dominant figure for 
each episode and invents a fresh yet perfectly harmonious setting for the scene: thus 
Mme Verdurin is shown entertaining the Germans in 1941 and M. de Charlus 
searching for a proletarian friend in the Paris of the Commune. The author succeeds 
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in presenting an astonishing range of major and minor characters and in weaving 
around them the essence of the world of Proust’s imagination. (822-9) 


TWO SCOTS PLAYS. Alexander Reid. Collins, 1t0s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 
110 pages. 
Each of these plays, The Lass Wi’ the Muckle Mouth and The World’s Wonder, was 
originally written in Braid Scots and now appears in an anglicised version. The 
adaptation has been skilfully done and the language still retains plenty of flavour and 
bite. Both plays are period comedies with a touch of melodrama, the first dealing 
with a Border feud of the 17th or 18th century and the second with a contest between 
medieval wizards. Mr. Reid’s dramatic strength lies in fantasy rather than in ideas, 
but he writes at all times with a keen sense of theatrical effect. (822-9) 


PLAYS OF THE YEAR. Vol. 16. 1956-57. Chosen by J. C. Trewin. 
Elek, 18s. 1958. 18-5 cm. 432 pages. 
Once again, Mr. Trewin prefaces his biennial anthology with a critical introduction 
based on the stage presentation of the plays. These are: A Dead Secret, by Rodney 
Ackland, a psychological drama about a poisoner set in a London suburb in 1911; 
The Iron Harp, by the Irish actor Joseph O’Conor, a first (and prize-winning) play 
of tragedy, reprisals and death emanating from the troubles in Ireland in the 1920's; 
Dear Delinquent, by Jack Popplewell, lightest of comedies, both frivolous and success- 
ful in the P. G. Wodehouse vein; and The Public Prosecutor, by Fritz Hochwilder, 
translated by Kitty Black, a tense drama of the French Revolution in which the 
Prosecutor for the Terror builds up a case against a nameless enemy, finally discovered 
to be himself. (822-9) 


English Fiction 
JOURNEY INTO SELF. M. Esther Harding. Vision, 42s. 1958. 22 cm. 
314 pages. 

An examination of Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s Progress from the point of view of Jung’s 
Analytical Psychology. In the adventures which befall the hero of this most loved of 
all English religious books, Dr. Harding finds reflected not only Bunyan’s private 
spiritual development but the archetypal pilgrimage which every man or woman has 
to undergo in order to achieve integration or (in religious terms) salvation. She draws 
parallels from the myths, legends and rituals of other races and religions, both ancient 
and modern, as well as from the dreams and case histories of patients undergoing 
psychiatric treatment. Readers who cannot go all the way with Dr. Harding in some 
of her interpretations may still find this a very stimulating book. (823-4) 


HENRY JAMES AND H. G. WELLS. A Record of their Friendship, 
their Debate on the Art of Fiction, and their Quarrel. Edited with an introduction 
by Leon Edel and Gordon N. Ray. Hart-Davis, 21s. 1958. 21 cm. 272 pages. 
Frontispiece. Index. 

The clash between James and Wells is probably the most famous in modern English 

literature. With twenty years between them and radically different conceptions of the 

novelist’s art, the two nevertheless remained friends and exchanged their opinions for 
many years before the publication by James of an article, The Younger Generation, 
gave offence to Wells, who responded by publishing Boon, a full-length novel which 
pilloried James. This is a masterly presentation of the whole course of their relationship, 
illustrated from their letters and other writings; the editors’ introduction is a model 
of its kind. (823-9) 
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English Essays 
LUNACY AND LETTERS. G. K. Chesterton. Edited by Dorothy Collins. 
Sheed & Ward, 12s.6d. 1958. 20°5 cm. 192 pages. 
A collection of essays drawn from articles written by Chesterton for the Daily News 
during the first ten years of the century. This kind of literary virtuosity, the weekly 
essay limited to a thousand words and free to touch on any subject under the sun, is 
an accomplishment which has almost disappeared from modern journalism. 
Chesterton’s mastery of the form is beyond question, whether he is dealing with a 
masterpiece or the most trivial of topics. This is a lively selection which ranges from 
formal literary criticism to reflections on such subjects as moving house or keeping 
a dog. (824°9) 
English Humour 
LEWIS CARROLL. Derek Hudson. Longmans for the British Council, 2s. 
1958. 21-5 cm. 38 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to “British Book News’) 
Lewis Carroll was one of the most original minor writers of his time. He greatly 
enriched the field of nonsense poetry, first entered by Lear, and his prose combined 
a fertile vein of fantasy with an extraordinary precision of language and an insight 
into the remoter associations of familiar words. Above all he could write for children 
with none of the self-conscious moralisings which were customary in his age. 
Mr. Hudson’s essay, besides giving an admirable appraisal of the ‘Alice’ books, traces 
the important connections between Carroll’s life as a don and the themes which 
inspired his writings. He also has some interesting comments on the generally 
neglected Sylvie and Bruno. (827-8) 


English Miscellany 
TO BED ON THURSDAY. Anthony Brode. Elek Books, 15s. 1958. 
22 cm. 172 pages. 

As befits a contributor to Punch, Mr. Brode infuses much amiable humour into his 
sketches of English rural life in wartime as seen through the eyes of a shrewdly 
observant young reporter. The book is designedly episodic and the people and events 
described are deftly chosen both to provide an entertaining account of producing a 
local newspaper and to illustrate many sides of the life of an English country town and 
the surrounding villages. (828-9) 


French Literature 


JACQUES RIVIERE. A Life of the Spirit. Bradford Cook. Blackwell 

(Oxford), 25s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 184 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 
To most English readers the name of Jacques Riviére (1886-1925) meant little more 
than ‘Director of the Nouvelle Revue Frangaise’. In France, the discoverer of, among 
others, Proust, Gide, Claudel, Stravinsky and Nijinski was considered one of the 
leading critics of our day. Moreover his influence as a moralist was far-reaching. 
His correspondence with Alain Fournier, Claudel and Gide reveals a profound 
religious thinker. It is this aspect which is analysed by Professor Cook in this 
moving book which will appeal to all those interested in the conflict between intellect 
and faith, in a courageous search for truth. (840) 


JEAN GIRAUDOUX. The Making of a Dramatist. Donald Inskip. Oxford 

University Press, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Giraudoux, classical scholar, gallant soldier, diplomat, had wit, poetic imagination, 
wise international sympathy, and a superb style. Beginning as a novelist, under the 
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influence of his life-long friend, the great actor Jouvet, he turned dramatist. It is this 
evolution which Professor Inskip studies, analysing the plays (which, under mytho- 
logical disguise, treat the most serious problems of our day), appreciating their 
philosophy and tireless faith in face of the ever growing difficulties of the troublous 
times. Giraudoux died in 1944, and Professor Inskip carries on the story till the death 
of Jouvet in 1951. It is an engrossing story admirably told. The author has rendered 
great service not only to theatrical history but to France. (842-9) 


EUGENE IONESCO: PLAYS. Vol. I. Translated from the French by 
Donald Watson. Calder, 18s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 160 pages. 
In the last two years Ionesco’s plays have begun to gain a foothold in the avant-garde 
London theatre. He is a revolutionary dramatist who achieves the remarkable feat of 
largely dispensing with the accepted notions of plot and character, yet obtaining effects 
which undoubtedly hold an audience; he succeeds in this through surprise and 
inconsequentiality by representing everyday episodes followed by totally unexpected 
consequences. This volume contains one of his most ambitious pieces, The Chairs, 
though not the equally striking Amedée. The other plays, The Lesson, The Bald Prima 
Donna and Jacques, are entertaining but essentially minor works. The translation is 
excellent. (842-9) 


Greek Literature 


THE GREEK NOVELLA IN THE CLASSICAL PERIOD. Sophie 
Trenkner. Cambridge University Press, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. 
Indexes. 

The late Miss Sophie Trenkner was a Polish scholar whose studies were carried out 

under heavy difficulties during the past twenty years in Warsaw, Brussels and 

Cambridge. Her task was to identify and reconstruct the elements in classical Greek 

literature derived from popular tales, romantic or realistic, and often folklorish in 

character. The literature examined with this object is mainly Attic and includes 
historiography, tragedy (chiefly Euripides), comedy, rhetoric, and the Greek novel. 

The author disputes the accepted view that such elements are necessarily of Ionian 

origin. This learned and richly documented study will interest students of most 

branches of Greek, and some branches of Latin, literature. It is not intended for the 

general public. (888)

THE TRAVELS OF IBN BATTUTA A.D. 1325-1354. Vol. I. 
Translated with revisions and notes, from the Arabic text edited by C. Defremery 
and B. R. Sanguinetti, by H. A. R. Gibb. Cambridge University Press for the 
Hakluyt Society, 30s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 288 pages. Frontispiece. Plans. Maps. Biblio- 
graphy. 
Among the numerous texts of travel literature published by the Hakluyt Society 
since its foundation there have been many which have given pleasure to the amateur 
as well as material for the specialist. This volume deserves a place with them. 
Ibn Battiita, born in Tangier in 1304, a member of a family of government officials, 
was an intrepid traveller, and between 1325, when he left his home, until 1354, when 
he settled in Fez to dictate his memoirs, he journeyed through every Muslim state, 
reaching India, Ceylon, and China. Sir Hamilton Gibb’s translation, based on the 
French edition of the text, will be completed in four volumes. (910-4) 
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BABEL IN SPAIN. By John Haycraft. Hamish Hamilton, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 
222 pages. Illustrations. 
This is an account of how, for three years, the author and his Swedish wife taught 
English in Cordoba and finally had a staff of nine teaching three languages in ae 
had become a cosmopolitan centre for Andalucia. The chief merit of this enthusiasti- 
cally written book is that the author, though a foreign visitor, was also a wage-carner 
whose work brought him into contact with all sorts of people, but particularly with 
that middle-class which in Spain is so elusive and is seldom observed by the writers 
of travel books. Students of sociology and the contemporary Spanish scene will find 
this book enjoyable and interesting. (914°6) 


THE BERNESE OBERLAND. Sir Armold Lunn. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
25s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 216 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
Sir Arnold is a pioneer of ski-ing in the Alps (especially of downhill racing) and the 
founder of the Arlberg ski school. No Englishman can be better acquainted with the 
Oberland, for he has visited it in summer and winter almost every year of his life. 
This volume, published on his seventieth birthday, is concerned, apart from guide- 
book details, with the history of the Oberland, the writers who have visited it and 
made it famous, and, most of all, with the story of mountaineering and ski-ing in the 
region and with his own experiences, often related in excerpts from his earlier works. 
The illustrations, which include old prints, have been well selected. (914-94) 


SOUTH ASIA. Photographs by Hans Keusen. Essay and Notes by Michael 
Edwardes. Thames & Hudson, 50s. 1958. 28 cm. 24 pages of text. 156 photographs 
(28 in colour). 

To accompany Hans Keusen’s photographs Michael Edwardes has written an essay 

and notes which exactly fit them, for they portray what he knows and understands. 

The field is India, Pakistan, Burma, Thailand, Laos, Cambodia and Viet-nam. The 

sensitive pictures, every one a masterpiece, capture South Asia as it is to-day in its 

newly won freedom. There is no nostalgic worship of the antique or hasty praise of 
the modern. The mingling of old and new, with all the inevitable contrasts, is there 

for the armchair traveller. A book to enjoy and treasure. (915) 


BIG OILMAN FROM ARABIA. Michael Sheldon Cheney. Heinemann, 
21s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations. Map. 
Mr. Cheney worked for seven years with the Arabian American Oil Company 
(Aramco) and the Trans-Arabian Pipeline (Tapline) in the Personnel Department and 
as Public Relations Officer, arriving in Arabia when the Company was young. He tells 
ot the men who work in the oilfields, their lives, relations with the Saudi Government 
and with the Arabs, and the impact of this advanced Western life on desert ways, in 
a vigorous and attractive colloquial style. The immensity of the operations, the 
cnormous costs and the severity of the tasks laid on the men bring the reader into 
closer contact with the oil world of Arabia than do most books on this subject. 
A book which will hold the interest of all readers. (915°3) 


OTHER PEOPLE’S WORLDS. Impressions of Ghana and Nigeria. 

Naomi Mitchison. Secker & Warburg, 16s. 1958. 20 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. 
Mrs. Mitchison spent two months travelling in Nigeria and Ghana in the spring of 
1957, and attended the Ghana Independence celebrations in March. This book differs 
from the formal travel book in that she considers such matters as language, religion, 
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morals, politics, art, etc. in West Africa in the light of her experiences, showing 
certain fundamental differences in the African as compared with the European 
approach, discovering unexpected similarities, and attempting to assess the extent to 
which European influences have established themselves, and how long they will 
remain after the attainment of independence. This is a discursive, personal book, but 
it is the work of a shrewd observer and should provide stimulating reading for all 
interested in the future of emergent Africa, even where they differ from Mrs. 
Mitchison’s conclusions. (916-6) 


Biography 

A VICTORIAN EMINENCE. The Life and Works of Henry Thomas 
Buckle. Giles St. Aubyn. Barrie, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 240 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Buckle’s History of Civilisation made a great hit in its day, but it has for long been 

unread, while Buckle himself is known to few. The merit of St. Aubyn’s book is 

that it brings to life again a most original person. It is worth reading for its lively 

account of a neglected Victorian eccentric, and even though nothing that the author 

says is likely to rehabilitate Buckle’s approach to history, he has made a readable, 

not to say amusing, contribution to the biographies of eminent Victorians. (92) 


THERE WAS A YOUNG MAN. H. M. Burton. Bles, 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 
190 pages. 
“We were the first generation’, writes Mr. Burton, ‘to live our whole educational 
lives under the blessings of State Education.’ He tells how he himself made his way 
up the educational ladder from a Board School to Cambridge, and thence to success 
as an educator, author, broadcaster and publisher. A sensitively written piece of auto- 
biography which reflects, in the life of one man, the way in which the English social 
scene has changed since the beginning of this century, particularly with regard to 
feelings about culture, education and social status. (92) 


BLESS OUR SHIP. Eric Wheler Bush. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 
282 pages. Illustrations. 
In the days of scattered fleets and a wide Empire, the Royal Navy offered a career 
of change and adventure that ranged the world, and from childhood the author had 
no other thought. Mobilised from Dartmouth as a midshipman before he was fifteen, 
he served at Gallipoli and Jutland. This was followed by the Baltic and the wide East 
Indies Station, China with months on the Yangtse and in the lovely bay of Wei Hai 
Wei, and then more active service: Dunkirk, the Mediterranean, Normandy landing 
and the Far East. All these Captain Bush describes with humour and a sense of 
appreciation, to give reading of the most pleasurable kind. (92) 


THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF CHARLES DARWIN 1809-1882. 
With original omissions restored. Edited with Appendix and Notes by his grand- 
daughter Nora Barlow. Collins, 16s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 254 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Charles Darwin wrote his autobiography in 1876 for the interest of his children and 

descendants. He died in 1882 aged 73, and his son Francis published it in 1887—but 

with many omissions for family reasons. This present edition by his grand-daughter 
is the first complete edition of the manuscript, the most interesting of the restored cuts 
being those giving forthright expression to his disbelief in religion. The book con- 
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tains, too, much more than the Autobiography. An appendix and notes taking up nearly 
one half of the volume are devoted to Erasmus Darwin, his quarrel with Samuel 
Butler, and other Darwiniana. This is a most important contribution to the study of 
Darwin and deserves the widest recommendation. (92) 


TWO LOVERS IN ROME. Being extracts from the Journal and Letters 
of Etienne-Jean Delécluze. Edited by Louis Desternes. Translated from the French 
by Gerard Hopkins. Deutsch, 21s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 222 pages. Frontispiece. 

The author of this slight but charming history was a minor artist of the school of 

David, a cultivated bachelor with a talent for writing as well as painting, the second 

lover being his younger friend Jean-Jacques Ampére. The latter fell in love with 

Mme. Recamier during her visit to Rome in 1823, the former with her niece, the 

young Amélie Cyvogt. Neither man had a hope of success and the story is tinged 

with resigned middle-aged melancholy. It is most skilfully edited and presents a 

delightful picture of a vanished Mediterranean society, especially the spectacle of a 

French salon transported to Rome. (92) 


PERSONAL RECOLLECTIONS OF ARNOLD DOLMETSCH. 
Mabel Dolmetsch. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 198 pages. 32 plates. 
Index. 

When Arnold Dolmetsch died in 1940 at the age of 82, he, with his gifted family, 

had done more than any European of his generation to make and establish the use of 

old instruments of music. This graphic, enthusiastic book, written by his widow, 
describes the gradual shaping of the great purposes of his life, with a wealth of detail 
about the social milieu in which Dolmetsch turned from music-teaching to construc- 
tion and performance. His practice was based on long research into theory, in which 
field his published researches have stood the test of time: but some of his editorial 
work was less happy, and it is here that a rather more objective attitude in this book 
would have been welcome. It is none the less an important one which will be greatly 
enjoyed by all who appreciate the craft of instrument-making and the subtle pleasures 
of scholarly performance. (92) 


THE CHARTIST CHALLENGE. A Portrait of George Julian Harney. 
A. R. Schoyen. Heinemann, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 308 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. (Kingswood Books on Social History) 

Although the contributions of G. J. Harney (1817-1897) to the Chartist movement 

of the mid-nineteenth century and to labour journalism have been overshadowed in 

retrospect by those of William Lovett, Feargus O'Connor and others of his con- 
temporaries, they should not be ignored by the student of British social history or 
socialist doctrine. Dr. Schoyen has worked with great assiduity among scattered and 
unpromising source materials to produce this convincing biography, which brings 
out Harney’s individual approach to the social problem. In passing, the reader is given 
a new slant on some of the well-known personalities of the day, including Marx and 
Engels. (92) 


RIDER ON A GREY HORSE. A Life of Hodson of Hodson’s Horse. 
Barry Joynson Cork. Cassell, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 190 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 


This is a biography of the founder of Hodson’s Horse, a famous cavalry regiment of 
the old British Indian Army. Joining the East India Company’s Army in time to fight 
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in the Sikh War of 1845, Hodson rose in seven years to command the Guides, but a 
scandal involved him unjustly and he was reduced. Finally vindicated, he raised an 
irregular force to play a notable part in the suppression of the Indian Mutiny in which 
he lost his life. He died penniless but his name went to his regiment. Written factually 
and with a sense of drama, the book is an excellent record of one of the great names 
in Indian Army history. (92) 


BIG SUR AND THE ORANGES OF HIERONYMUS BOSCH. 
Henry Miller. Heinemann, 30s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 368 pages. Illustrations. 
The first part of Mr. Miller’s title refers to the spectacular stretch of the southern 
Californian coast where this controversial American writer has made his home, the 
oranges alluding to the paradise which the region is popularly believed to be. The 
book consists of a series of long autobiographical essays, in which the author dis- 
courses at random on his neighbours, friends, intruders, the good life, the upbringing 
of children, the creative process, the artists’s relation to society and similar topics. 
These have the qualities of Mr. Miller’s conversation: they are immensely enter- 
taining, provocative and fertile, but also incoherent, exaggerated and imprecise. The 
book is strikingly if eccentrically illustrated. (92) 


NAPOLEON IN HIS TIME. Jean Savant. Translated from the French 
by Katherine John. Putnam, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 440 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 

With this volume the author adds yet another to the twenty or so books he has written 

about Napoleon and his times. First published in French in 1954, this work has an 

original approach. It is a compilation of extracts from French memoirs, diaries and 
other writings in which Napoleon’s contemporaries recorded their impressions of the 

Emperor. While this evidence makes interesting reading, and will often amuse the 

casual reader, its value for serious students is greatly diminished by the absence of all 

critical editorial assessment of the evidential worth of a very mixed collection of 

material. (92) 


WORKING PARTNERSHIP. Being the Lives of John George, 8th Duke 
of Atholl and of his Wife, Katharine Marjory Ramsay. Katharine, Duchess of 
Atholl. Arthur Barker, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

The Duke of Atholl, born in 1871, was elected to the House of Commons in 1910, 

and the Duchess herself became the second woman parliamentary minister. In this 

lightly-written book she describes the main events of their public careers, mainly 
before the outbreak of the Second World War, with reminiscences of some of the 
leading politicians of the period. Equally enjoyable are her comments on her social 
life at home at Blair Castle, and her recollections of Sir Hubert Parry, Sir Charles 
Stanford and others whom she met in the course of her training as an accomplished 
musician. (92) 


SCHUBERT: MEMOIRS BY HIS FRIENDS. Collected and edited by 
Otto Erich Deutsch. Translated from the German by Rosamond Ley and John 
Nowell. Black, 70s. 1958. 22 cm. $12 pages. Illustrations. Indexes. 

Professor Deutsch, the eminent Viennese scholar, completes here the task which he 

began nearly forty years ago, collecting and publishing all the documents relating to 

Schubert’s life and work. This final volume contains opinions of the composer left 

by his friends, many of whom lived for half a century or more after his death in 1828. 

Professor Deutsch has meticulously checked every document and provided it with 
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copious annotations. Here is a mine of information about life and music in Vienna 
throughout the greater part of the 19th century which will prove as indispensable to 
historians in general as to musical specialists. The latter will find it an invaluable record 
of gradually changing taste as expressed by the various eminent composers who tried 
to keep Schubert’s work alive. The translation is exemplary and the choice of the 
portraits is fascinating. (92) 


A TEAR FOR THE DRAGON. John Stericker. Arthur Barker, 16s. 1958. 
22 cm. 212 pages. Map. 
This personal story of China merits record. The first part deals with the author's 


journey East by the Trans-Siberian route and the uneasy but effervescing gaiety of 


Tsingtao and Shanghai before and during the Japanese aggression in 1936. The value 
of the book lies in the second part, which is the story of a prison camp in Hong Kong 
after the Japanese occupation in 1941. Here the author was Administrative Secretary 
and kept the official records for nearly four years of captivity. Although harrowing 
details are purposely omitted, much of the horror and tragedy show through this 
important account of the conditions under which the internees existed, and many 
names are mentioned. (92) 


STAR ON THE DOOR. Maggie Teyte. Putnam, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 
192 pages. Illustrations. Discography. 
All those who have enjoyed Miss Teyte’s exquisite singing will welcome this auto- 
biography, which is written with a delightful lack of self-consciousness and with 
great gusto. Her memories go back to Paris where over fifty years ago, as a girl in 
her teens, she was a pupil of the legendary Jean de Reske. From this time there dated 
her specialised gift for singing French music, which brought her the part of Mélisande 
in the first production of Debussy’s Pelléas et Mélisande, and a personal knowledge 
of that composer. Her experiences of opera and song recitals in England, America 
and Australia make most entertaining reading. (92) 


THACKERAY: The Age of Wisdom 1847-1863. Gordon N. Ray. Oxford 
University Press, 55s. 1958. 21-5 cm. $42 pages. Illustrations. References. Index. 
‘This volume’, the Preface says with natural pride, ‘completes the only full-length 
biography of William Makepeace Thackeray ever authorized by his family.’ It takes 
the story from just after Vanity Fair to the end. It therefore covers Esmond and The 
Virginians, all the ‘Pendennis’ books and Cornhill. In his personal life it covers the 
friendship with Mrs. Brookfield, discussed with restraint and skill; the growth of his 
daughters, and all his travelling while lecturing. There is a good deal of detailed 
description and discussion of Thackeray’s work, but the greatest value of this 
indispensable biography lies in the very full, precise, and sympathetic narrative of 
Thackeray’s life, thoughts and feelings. This book is the triumphant conclusion of a 
devoted dedication by its author to the life, the letters and the work of Thackcray.

MY LIFE WITH THE MICROBES. Selman A. Waksman. Hale, 21s. 
1958. 22 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Dr. Waksman, Director of Microbiology in Rutgers University, New Brunswick, 
won the Nobel Prize of Physiology and Medicine in 1952, primarily for his work in 
the discovery of streptomycin. Born in Russia, Dr. Waksman saw his sister die of 
diphtheria, and determined to struggle against poverty and the difficulties of obtaining 
an academic training in the Russian Steppes to become a scientist. He emigrated to 
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America and won a scholarship to Rutgers University, where he trained as a micro- 
biologist. He is a humble, hard-working man who has devoted his royalties from the 
sale of streptomycin to the building of the new Institute of Microbiology at Rutgers.

A DICTIONARY OF CLASSICAL ANTIQUITIES. Mythology, 
Religion, Literature, Art. Oscar Seyffert. Translated from the German, revised 
and edited by Henry Nettleship and J. E. Sandys. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1958. 
21 cm. 722 pages. Illustrations. Indexes. 
Seyffert’s Lexicon der klassischen Alterthumskunde appeared in 1882 and was published 
in an English version, by two eminent scholars, Nettleship and Sandys, in 1891. 
Their 4th edition, of 1899, has long been out of print, and is now made available at 
a reasonable price. It deals with literature, art, mythology, religion, philosophy, 
politics, warfare, and public and private life in a manner suitable for the general 
reader rather than the specialist. There is nothing about the many important develop- 
ments in our knowledge of antiquity during the present century and few of the 
numerous illustrations are photographs. There are useful indexes. (930°3)

WAR AND SOCIETY IN THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. 
George Clark. Cambridge University Press, 18s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 166 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 
When invited to give the Wiles lectures in the Queen’s University of Belfast in 1956, 
Sir George Clark, sometime Provost of Oriel College, Oxford, chose a topic which 
has occupied his studies for many years. He has now published the lectures, together 
with two other studies, in a form which a wider public will find of great value. 
As always, Sir George is stimulating and enlightening on a subject which is of con- 
siderable topical interest. With great conciseness and skill he reveals the impact of 
war upon the thought and action of the 17th century, and examines the views of the 
contemporary thinkers upon the cycle of war and peace. (940-22)

THEY FOUGHT FOR THE SKY. The Story of the First War in the 
Air. Quentin Reynolds. Cassell, 21s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 318 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

World War I was rich in ace air-fighters, and prolonged individual battles, sometimes 

before admiring audiences of frontline troops, were not uncommon on the Western 

Front. It marks the period, now gone for ever, when opposing pilots could plainly 

see each other and fighting was almost gentlemanly in its conduct. This excellent book 

tells the stories of some of the most famous and for sheer thrills it would be hard to 
surpass. They came from all nations and include among others: Ball, McCudden, 

Mannock from Britain; Bishop and Barker from Canada; Fonck, Nungesser, 

Guynemer, Garros from France; Rickenbacker, Luke, Lufbery, Mitchell from the 

United States; and Immelmann, Boelcke, Richthofen, Voss and Udet from Germany.

JUTLAND. Donald Macintyre. Evans Bros., 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 210 pages. 
Illustrations. Charts. Maps. Index. 


In the North Sea, Jutland to the British and Skagerrak to the Germans marks the 
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greatest sea-fight in history between capital ships. Captain Macintyre, a naval 
historian, here presents it in an exciting form. After examining the British and German 
fleets up to the outbreak of war in 1914, he outlines the German coastal assaults on 
England and the skirmish at Dogger Bank, preludes to the clash of the main fleets 
at Jutland. The latter is then described in admirable prose, free from technicalities, 
and fully illustrates the reversals of fortune, the repeated surprises and the dramatic 
encounters which led to disputed victory. The book is a first-rate account of a still 
controversial battle viewed forty years after with discerning judgment. (940-45) 


ZEEBRUGGE. St. George’s Day, 1918. Barrie Pitt. Cassell, 18s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 
254 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. Index. 
One of the most famous sea assaults in history was launched on April 23rd 1918 during 
a critical phase of World War I. Following Britain’s heavy shipping losses in 1917, 
Rear-Admiral Roger Keyes was appointed to command an operation to throttle the 
Zeebrugge exit used by powerful German raiding forces of U-boats and destroyérs 
based on inland waterways. On the battle signal, ‘St. George for England’, the 
British squadron sailed from Dover and achieved its object. This book retells vividly 
the story that gripped the world forty years ago, including the executive planning, 
the approach, the assault on the Mole and many personal accounts of the supreme 
courage and devotion that marked the whole attack. (940°45)

THE STICK AND THE STARS. William King. Hutchinson, 15s. 1958. 
22 cm. 192 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Maps. 
Fifteen years in submarines including six on active service is exceptional and, with the 
author’s unique record, makes this autobiography thoroughly worth-while. More- 
over, it is extremely well written. From big ships he joined his first submarine in 
China, achieving command just before the war when his world became bounded by 
chart-table, periscope and bridge. Icy patrols, long boring periods in the mine-strewn 
North Sea, actions off Norway, in the Mediterranean, the East Indies, and many 
other waters—all these are graphically portrayed and comprise one of the best pieces 
of descriptive writing about undersea war. A submarine captain is allowed wide scope 
in deciding on his own methods and Commander King’s book illustrates the wisdom 
of this policy. (940-451) 


AIR WAR AGAINST JAPAN 1943-1945. George J. Odgers. Australian 
War Memorial (Canberra): Angus & Robertson (London), 25s. 1957 : 1958. 24 cm. 
$48 pages. Photographs. Maps. Index. (Australia in the War 1939-45, Series 3 (Air). 
Vol. II) 

This series is designed to cover Australia’s part in the war, from every angle, in 

twenty-two volumes, of which nine have so far appeared. The standard of production 

is uniformly high, and the maps in particular are admirably clear. The present volume 

(its predecessor is not yet published) deals with the second phase of the war against 

Japan—a period in which the Allies had air superiority in the Pacific. The narrative 

deals not only with tactical operations, the general account being interspersed with 

extracts from individual reports, but with some of the administrative and other 
problems arising from the growing American control of Pacific operations. Other 
matters covered include the conditions under which Australian airmen lived and 
worked in the campaign and the Japanese reactions to Allied air operations as revealed 
by enemy records. (940-544)

73 NORTH. The Battle of the Barents Sea. Dudley Pope. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 
21s. 1958. 21°5 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations. Diagram. Charts. Index. 
In December 1942, an eight-knot British-American convoy carrying thousands of 
tons of highly inflammable oil, tanks, aircraft and other war equipment sailed from 
Scotland to Russia escorted by a small force of light warships of the Royal Navy. 
The Arctic route ran through the Barents Sea, where large German surface-ships and 
submarines lay in wait. This is the authenticated and stirring story of the long battle 
in defence of the convoy, which got through without loss. The action will stand as a 
classic example of the brilliant and courageous handling of destroyers against far 
heavier forces, which led to Hitler concentrating on a fleet of U-boats only. (940-545) 


BID THE SOLDIERS SHOOT. John Lodwick. Heinemann, 18s. 1958. 
21°5 cm. 296 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 

Chis brilliantly written autobiography covers the war years of its gifted author, well 
known as a novelist. Joining the Foreign Legion in order, as he says, to get unusual 
plots for post-war writing, he fought in France in 1940 and was in and out of prison 
on charges ranging from mutiny to bicycle stealing. After a brief visit to England 
and with a new name and history, he parachuted back into France as a saboteur and 
concluded that part of his career in a Spanish gaol. Soon afterwards he joined the 
Special Service Brigade in Crete where he was captured and thus enabled to add 
Balkan prisons to his extraordinary record. It is an eloquent and fascinating story 
which flies off at unexpected tangents but never fails to find drama or humour.

THE PASSING OF THE STEWARTS. Agnes Mure Mackenzie. Reprint. 
Oliver & Boyd, 21s. 1958. 23 cm. 478 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
Note has previously been made of several volumes of a re-edition of Miss Mackenzie’s 
History of Scotland, which was first published in 1937. The present volume traces 
Scottish affairs through the period of revolution and counter-revolution which made 
up the pattern of events from 1638 to 1748, and culminated in the ruin of the dreams 
of the House of Stewart. The narrative is written with all the force and grace to be 
expected from this writer’s pen, and it will not disappoint those readers who have 
been interested in the earlier volumes. (941) 


MEDIEVAL ENGLAND. An Aerial Survey. M. W. Beresford and J. K. S. 
St. Joseph. Cambridge University Press, 45s. 1958. 28-5 cm. 288 pages. Illustrations. 
Plans. Maps. Sources. Index. (Cambridge Air Surveys Il) 

Most interesting of recent developments in historical geography has been the scientific 

study of landscape. The technique of this new study owes much to the aerial camera, 

which is able to reveal features invisible to observers on the ground. In this book 

a representative set of photographs illustrates the growth (and sometimes the decay) 

over the centuries of a wide range of towns and villages in England. The interpre- 

tation of the photographs shows what information can be gained by the expert, not 
only on sites, but also on the growth of communications, industries, and agriculture. 

For interpretation, the aerial photograph often has to be linked up with documents, 

and the accompanying text and bibliographies supply much valuable information. 

Indispensable as a working tool for all medieval historians, this book should also have 

an appeal to the layman. (942) 
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THE END OF NORTH’S MINISTRY, 1780-1782. Ian R. Christie. 
Macmillan, 40s. 1958. 22 cm. 444 pages. References. Index. (England in the Age of 
the American Revolution) 

Although this second volume in the series (under the general editorship of Sir Lewis 

Namier) is as meticulous and in its limited way original and definitive as one would 

expect, it is not quite so good as its precursor, Brooke’s Chatham Administration; 

it lacks the pregnant phrases, the striking judgments, and the bold sallies into a larger 
world which made that book remarkable. This is political history of the special, 

Namierite kind, a sustaining extract of debates, letters, lists and memoranda, which, 

in its concentration on parliamentary politics and ideas, leaves national politics, ideas 

and movements out of view. The absence of a bibliography hardly helps the non- 

specialist to fill in the gaps. (942-07) 


BRITAIN. An Official Handbook. 1958 edition. Central Office of Information. 
H.M. Stationery Office, 21s. 1958. 24 cm. $40 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps 
(1 in colour). Bibliography. Index. 

This official handbook, designed to present a continuing picture of the pattern of life 

in Britain, last appeared in 1956. The present edition has been revised throughout 

and new material added, to reflect legislative changes, trends in economic and defence 
policy, and industrial, scientific and social developments; it covers events up to 

September 1957. A valuable work of reference, particularly for overscas readers, its 

readability is a marked asset.

THE TRIUMPHANT HERETIC. Tito’s Struggle against Stalin. Ernst 
Halperin. Translated from the German by Isla Barea. Heinemann, 30s. 1958. 
21°5 cm. 332 pages. Map. Index. 
The author, a distinguished Swiss journalist and a specialist in Russian and East 
European affairs, gives a full and convincing account of the rise of the Yugoslav 
communist state under Tito’s leadership and of the course of relations between the 
Yugoslav and Russian Communist Parties. He stresses the independence of the 
Yugoslav position since the earliest days and has comments of particular interest to 
offer on Yugoslav bids for hegemony in South-Eastern Europe, the evolution and 
nature of ‘Titoism’ as a form of communist rule, the causes of the break and recon- 
ciliation with Moscow, the significance of the Djilos case, and the misapprehensions 
of Western Powers regarding Tito’s policy and actions. (949-7)

HOKKAIDO: Its Present State of Development and Future Prospects. F. C. Jones. 
Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 21s. 1958. 
22 cm. 154 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Hokkaido is the most northern of Japan’s four main islands, it is also the second 

largest. The climate and the quality of the soil have prevented its being fully developed 

in the past, but since the loss of her overseas empire Japan has sought there an outlet 

for her ever-increasing population. F. C. Jones, who is Reader in Far Eastern history 

in the University of Bristol and who has written extensively on the Far East for over 

twenty years, first studies the island historically and geographically. He then assesses 

the possibility of the expansion of agriculture and industry. (952-033) 
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JAPAN AND HER DESTINY. My Struggle for Peace. Mamoru 
Shigemitsu. Edited by Major-General F. S. G. Piggott. Translated from the 
Japanese by Oswald White. Hutchinson, 30s., 1958. 23-5 cm. 392 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. Index. 

The author was Japanese Vice-Minister of Foreign Affairs from 1933 to 1936 and 

subsequently Ambassador first in Moscow and then in London until 1941. His 

memoirs cover the period from the Manchurian incident to the military occupation 
of Japan in 1945. His aim is to give an explanation not a vindication of his country’s 
actions during this era. He is severely critical of the lack of perception and of common 
sense shown by Japan’s leaders both political and military. This is a book which will 
have great value for future historians but it is not easy reading, partly on account of 
the complexity of the subject and partly on account of the stilted style of the trans- 
lation.

JOURNAL OF THE SIEGE OF LUCKNOW. An Episode of the 
Indian Mutiny. Maria Germon. Edited by Michael Edwardes. Introduction by 
Colin Welch. Constable, 15s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 136 pages. Illustrations. 
This is the day-to-day diary of the wife of an officer of the 13th Bengal Native 
Infantry which she kept during the Mutiny from May 15th to December 8th, 1857. 
Apart from sentences adjusted for casier reading, the placid, conversational style in 
which it was written has fortunately been left alone. Devoid of emphasised sensation— 
and even of criticism and complaint—the journal provides a comprehensive word- 
picture of domestic life endured for seven months of tragedy and privation. It is also 
a symbol of the quiet courage of the brave women who ‘followed the drum’ and 
continued their regular work. It is a diary in the best sense, and a valuable one, too.

BOURBON LEADER: Grover Cleveland and the Democratic Party. 
Horace Samuel Merrill. Little, Brown (Toronto): distributors Black (London), 18s. 
1958. 21 cm. 234 pages. Sources. Index. (The Library of American Biography) 
The return of the Democratic Party to power in the United States in 1884, after some 
twenty years in opposition, was an event of major importance in American history. 
The fate of the party was closely bound up with the career and personality of Grover 
Cleveland (1837-1908), who, from a fairly obscure legal practice, became in quick 
succession Mayor of Buffalo, Governor of New York and, in 1884, President of the 
United States. Professor Merrill, Professor of History in the University of Maryland, 
gives a good general account of Cleveland’s political ideas and the circumstances 
which brought him success. (973-8)

MR. PEPYS OF SEETHING LANE. Cecil Abernethy. W. H. Allen, 

25s. 1958. 22 cm. 384 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Samuel Pepys (1633-1703) wrote his famous Diary (1660-1669) when, as Secretary 
on the Navy Board, he had his official residence in Seething Lane near the Tower of 
London and adjacent to the Boaid’s offices. Mr. Abernethy has successfully presented 
the Diary as an historical narrative by appreciating the dramatic and aesthetic quality 
of the Diary, resulting from Pepys’s unconscious artistry in recreating himself, his life 
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and contemporaries as no other diarist and few other writers have ever done. The 
main theme is the career of Pepys as, in the face of corruption and obstruction, he 
became, for all time, one of the greatest civil administrators of the Navy. The author 
has added a very worthy book to Pepsyian literature. 


THE QUICK YEARS. Jean Ariss. Hamish Hamilton, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 
316 pages. 

Set on a Californian farm, this Jewish family saga is also a portrait of a grandfather, 
scen through the eyes of his adoring granddaughter. From present events the narrator 
slips back into the past to describe Joseph Baer’s elopement as a young man with the 
fourteen-ycar-old daughter of a Presbyterian minister; the vicissitudes of their 
marriage—including the loss of their eldest son—and their continuing passion for 
each other even when surrounded by children and grandchildren. Explosive, high- 
handed, fiercely involved in the lives of his family, above all intensely proud of being 
a Jew, the patriarchal personality of Joseph comes alive with compelling vitality. 


SPINSTER. Sylvia Ashton-Warner. Secker & Warburg, 18s. 1958. 20 cm. 
276 pages. 

Unusual and brimming with vitality, this is the story of a year in the life of a middle- 
aged teacher in the infant classroom of a New Zealand school. Anna Vorontosov is 
a good teacher, not according to textbook rules but in a much deeper sense—in the 
imaginative love and understanding she so passionately lavishes upon her seventy 
small Maoris and ‘poor whites’. The bustle, din and squabbles of the classroom leap 
to life in the snatches of dialogue between the children and their volatile, unorthodox 
teacher. She, through her devotion to them and her relationships with other members 
of the staff, gradually loses her sense of bitter frustration over an emotional 
disappointment, and achieves genuine creative fulfilment in her work. 


THE STARS GROW PALE. Karl Bjarnhof. Translated from the Danish 

by Naomi Walford. Methuen, 16s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 282 pages. 
This is the story of a clever, sensitive boy who is faced with probable blindness, and 
of the way in which he meets the problems that this creates for him at home, in 
school, and at play with other children. It is also a study of the daily life of a poor 
family in a small Danish town as seen through the eyes of a lonely, introspective 
child. There is pathos in plenty but nothing of self-pity or despair and it makes 
thoughtful reading. The book ends somewhat inconclusively with the boy on his way 
to enter an Institution at Copenhagen, his sight not yet gone and his obvious musical 
gift not yet developed. It reads, in brief, as though it were the first volume of a trilogy 
and, from this point of view, reads well. 


LIFE WITH LISA. Presented by Sybil Burr. Murray, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 
200 pages. 

Stories written for adults about twelve-year-old girls tend to be sentimental or 
over-intense. The doings of Lisa Longland are neither. A pupil at a seaside Secondary 
Modern school, Lisa is fired by the example of Pepys’ Diary to keep one of her own. 
With gusto she recounts her adventures in the classroom and at the teashop where 
her mother is manageress; in the home of Marge the waitress, where she goes to stay, 
and at a long-awaited birthday party. Lisa is an engaging child—pugnacious, generous- 
hearted, irrepressible, with a shrewd eye for the humours and incongruities of people 
and situations. Her diary, bursting with life, is a delight. 
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EXILE AND THE KINGDOM. Albert Camus. Translated from the 
French by Justin O’Brien. Hamish Hamilton, 13s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 156 pages. 

The stories in this volume are written in an extremely original genre. Each of them 
deals with a significant moment or phase in the life of an individual—a school- 
teacher called upon to hand over an Arab for arrest, an artist who pursues his 
development in total detachment from his wife and family, a missionary tormented 
by his captors. Even in the midst of socicty the central characters are depicted as 
being essentially alone in experiencing their destiny. M. Camus’s approach to these 
themes is philosophical rather than fictional and he concerns himself little with 
sensuous detail, but he handles his material with a startling narrative power. 


THE MISCREANT. Jean Cocteau. Translated from the French by 
Dorothy Williams. Peter Owen, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 164 pages. Drawings by the 
author. 

This short novel is not dated though there are signs that it was at any rate begun in 

M. Cocteau’s early youth. !t tells the story of a young man from the provinces, who 

comes to study in Paris, plunges into a life of dissipation with a group of young 

sophisticates, attempts suicide and returns home sadder, if not much wiser. It is a 

typical Cocteau piece, the narrative and characterisation being lightly drawn and the 

effect largely created by the brilliant similes and epigrams with which the text is 
studded. The accompanying drawings are slight but elegant and the translation is 
accomplished. 


ENGLISH SHORT STORIES OF TODAY. Second Series. Selected 

by Dan Davin. Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 254 pages. 
The examples in this volume have been chosen for students of English to illustrate 
the range of technique of modern English writing in this field, and they are out- 
standing for clarity of outline, deftness of transition and control of pace and suspense. 
They include one of Somerset Maugham’s best examples of the final twist, a tale of 
the supernatural by Walter de la Mare, a macabre Evelyn Waugh comedy and one 
of Angus Wilson’s post-war studies of clashes in environment. The stories have been 
admirably selected to display the methods of the best contemporary English 
practitioners. 


THE LETTERS OF NICODEMUS. Jan Dobraczynski. Translated and 
abridged from the Polish by H. C. Stevens. Heinemann, 18s. 1958. 20 cm. 
350 pages. 

In these imaginary letters from Nicodemus to his former tutor Justus, Jan Dobraczyn- 
ski, one of the outstanding contemporary Polish novelists, describes the impact of the 
life, teaching and miracles of Jesus upon a man of high intelligence and deep devotion, 
torn between loyalty to his own sect and a yearning—heightened by the illness of his 
daughter—to learn the secret that lies behind the words and works of Christ. The 
biblical background is well represented and the story of Nicodemus’ conversion 
makes a moving narrative with a universal appeal. 


THE BROTHERS KARAMAZOV. Fyodor Dostoevsky. Newly translated 
from the Russian with an Introduction by David Magarshack. 2 vols. Penguin 
Books, 6s. each. 1958. 18 cm. 408 : $40 pages. Paper covers. (The Penguin Classics) 

As in his other recent renderings of novels, Mr. Magarshack shows himself to be an 

extremely resourceful translator who is determined to give the Russian classics a 


contemporary flavour. His version is generally more lively than Constance Garnett’s, 
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though it occasionally suffers through straining after effect in order to be different. 
Mr. Magarshack is at his best in the concluding chapters on the trial of Dimitri 
Karamazov and throughout the book he can fairly claim to have brought out new 
light and shade in the original. He also contributes an excellent introduction on 
Dostoevsky’s sources and personal views on the novel. 


A SEASON WITH MAMMON. Martyn Goff. Putnam, 15s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 
236 pages. 

Largely dominated by a single character, this book describes in extremely lively 
fashion the dynamic and occasionally megalomaniac qualities of a Jewish cinema 
tycoon. The story is told by a young film journalist who meets the magnate at the 
Venice Film Festival and becomes deeply involved in his business and family affairs. 
The fertility of the author’s ideas occasionally outstrips his fictional technique, but his 
characterisation of the peculiar creative power which drives on the producer and his 
eccentric entourage is both original and convincing. 


YOUNG MAN IN THE SUN. Peter Greave. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 15s. 
1958. 19 cm. 256 pages. 

Alternating between comic gloom and savage hilarity, this is a fairly typical ‘young 
man’s’ novel, though the young man is rather better-natured than is currently 
fashionable and one learns with surprise that the author is nearly fifty. The youthful 
hero is an inefficient salesman of refrigerators for an American company in India. He 
falls in love with a European girl of dazzling beauty and the novel follows his 
picaresque adventures on this apparently hopeless quest. Set in Calcutta, the story 
gives an extremely vivid picture of the life of the underprivileged, although the 
author’s sense of comedy usually finishes uppermost. 


THE TRANSGRESSOR. Julien Green. Translated from the French 

by Anne Green. Heinemann, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 260 pages. 
Mr. Green has always been something of a virtuoso among novelists. English and 
American by descent, he long ago settled in France and writes only in French with a 
minute but controlled realism of a period a generation or more past. The transgressor 
is a young homosexual living on charity in a French bourgeois household. By the 
malicious design of one of the daughters of the family, he and another relative, a 
pretty and innocent girl, are tragically led to fix their affections on the same man. 
The story is told with the obsessive powers which is one of Mr. Green’s special 
gifts. 


THE TALL MAN. A. M. Harris. Cassell, 12s.6d. 1958. 20-5 cm. 198 pages. 
The “Tall Man’ is an Australian fighting with the United Nations forces in Korea. 
His job is to organise Korean and Chinese agents to work behind the enemy lines 
and to venture there himself. Though clearly aware of the political background of 
the war the author, who himself served in Korea, deals chiefly with the courage, 
fear and comradeship of fighting men. Though it does not spare the reader in its 
gruesome details, The Tall Man avoids undue hysteria or bitterness; and, as a tale 


of action, it is better than average. It won a £500 prize in a Sydney Morning Herald 
literary competition. 


THE LADY AND THE CUT-THROAT. Short Stories. Tom Hopkinson. 
Cape, 15s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 254 pages. 

Mr. Hopkinson is well known as a brilliant magazine editor and a versatile writer 

of short stories at the popular level. The contents of this collection, his first for ten 
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years, are mostly either love-stories or episodes from the battle-field of the modern 
business world. The latter are highly competent sketches at the magazine level, 
written with a vigorous sense of comedy, but it is the love-story which is this author's 
forte. Here he probes far more deeply into human nature and achieves a sharpness of 
vision and a distinction of style which are scarcely attempted in his other stories. 


GIVE ME POSSESSION. Paul Horgan. Macmillan, 13s.6d. 1958. 19°5 cm. 
256 pages. 

The two main characters of this thoughtful American novel grow up in a socicty 
which, valuing only material wealth as a criterion of achievement, has lost touch with 
the basic realities of human existence. David and Kit marry in 1939. David goes to 
fight in France where he comes face to face with suffering and experiences a passionate 
love for a peasant girl. Revisiting the scene after the war, he realises that from this 
past experience he can gain a new understanding of the permanent values of living 
which in turn will bring fulfilment for Kit and himself. Paul Horgan here castigates 
with passionate sincerity the shallow arrogance of a small segment of his native 
society. 


FOWLER’S END. Gerald Kersh. Heinemann, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 316 pages. 
The title of this novel refers to a North London slum of quite exceptional squalor, 
in which the out-of-work hero finds a job as manager of a tawdry cinema. The 
characters here, the pianist, projectionist and other local worthies, are caricatured 
with considerable skill, but the really dominating personage of the book is the 
cinema proprietor, whose flamboyance of manner and Dickensian richness of 
vocabulary make him a figure several sizes larger than life. Mr. Kersh’s humour is 
often grotesque and sometimes macabre, but his fluent command of many different 
modes of slang make this book a rare achievement of its kind. 


THE BEAUTY MAKERS. N. B. Lamont. Cassell, 15s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
254 pages. 

This tender story of a happy though brief love-affair between the immensely rich 
but ailing tycoon Paul Vandenberg and the idealistic young secretary Sigrid is set 
against the hard, competitive background of the New York cosmetic business. 
Paul has made millions but he knows himself to have been a failure in his private 
life, while Sigrid is a successful career girl whose youthful optimism has remained 
untouched by the greed or the insecurity of those amongst whom she works. A 
readable novel which will especially appeal to women who will be fascinated to 
learn what elaborate organisations produce their beauty preparations. 


THE RAINBOW HAS SEVEN COLOURS. Nadia Legrand. Macmillan, 
12s.6d. 1958. 19°5 cm. 200 pages. 

The central idea of this tightly constructed novel is that the truth about a person is 
a complex affair made up of separate, contradictory images in the minds of others. 
The personality of Florence Sainclair is scrutinised through the eyes of seven people— 
her maid, her child, her doctor, a fellow novelist, her publisher, a jealous friend, a 
neurotic adolescent, and a casual acquaintance—who all see her in different roles and 
attribute to her qualities and failings which would seem to exclude one another. The 
book ends with the question of whether the Florence it analysed was responsible for 
the tragedy in which the 24-hour action culminates. The classic simplicity of outline 
gives exceptional forcefulness to this first novel. 
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SEPTEMBER ROSES. André Maurois. Translated from the French by 

Gerard Hopkins. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 224 pages. - 
With a light touch of gentle humour Maurois describes how a distinguished, dis- 
illusioned novelist and his intelligent but managing wife meet the crisis of middle-age. 
They have grown apart and Guillaume seeks rejuvenation in associations with other 
women. But Hortense defeats her rivals, principally the beautiful and talented South- 
American actress Lolita, by a subtle manoeuvre which reunites her with her husband 
and gives their marriage a new meaning founded on mutual respect and under- 
standing. As always Maurois writes with penetrating intelligence and urbane 
humanity of the problems of the heart and he has in Gerard Hopkins a translator of 
consummate skill. 


STRANGERS. Alberto Memmi. Translated from the French by Brian 

Rhys. Elek Books, 13s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 166 pages. 
A sympathetic study of a mixed marriage in which the problems go far deeper than 
differences of taste or temperament. The husband, a Jew from Tunis, falls in love 
with a French Catholic girl when both are students in Paris and takes her back to 
his country. The story ends abruptly with the break-down of his marriage, but the 
path which leads to this impasse and the barriers of tradition and loyalty which force 
their way between the pair are described with remarkable insight. A strikingly 
original novel, since such conflicts between Mediterranean races are seldom made 
articulate. 


THE FEAST OF LUPERCAL. Brian Moore. Deutsch, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 
240 pages. 

A lonely bachelor schoolmaster at a Catholic school in Belfast is slipping inadvertently 
into premature middle-age when he meets and falls in love with a twenty-year-old 
girl. Accustomed to discipline and a monastic life, he has little knowledge of women 
and fails to understand the ways of an adventurous girl who is not a Catholic and 
who sees their friendship merely as a temporary diversion after a previous love affair. 
There is moving tragedy in this relationship, and Brian Moore heightens its impact 
by drawing a devastatingly grim picture of the institutional life of the school and its 
effect on the masters. 


THE GUIDE. R. K. Narayan. Methuen, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 222 pages. 

This novel, like most of Mr. Narayan’s, is set in Bengal. The guide of the title 
accidentally acquires a reputation as a holy man, but, wearying of this role, he tells 
one of his followers the true story of his life. This is centred upon his love-affair 
with a successful dancer, which ends when he is imprisoned on a false charge. The 
author achieves an impressive contrast between the simplicity of the peasants’ 
reverence for the guide (they believe he will rescue them from drought), and the 
sophistication of the middle section. 


AS MUSIC AND SPLENDOUR. Kate O’Brien. Heinemann, 16s. 1958. 
20 cm. 346 pages. 
A novel set in the operatic world of the 1880's. The story follows the fortunes of 
two Irish girls taken from poor homes to be trained as singers, first in Paris and later 
in Rome. An operatic career of this period, if developing slowly by modern standards, 
allowed far greater scope for the unfolding of the personal life, and the author is very 
much at home in this atmosphere of single-minded artistic passion and tempestuous 
emotion, and the contrast between outward success and personal fulfilment is 
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admirably delineated. The background of opera-house and touring company is 
richly and convincingly painted. 


ORIGINAL SIN. Giose Rimanelli. Translated from the Italian by Ben 
Johnson. Heinemann, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 222 pages. 
This novel of life in a primitive village of the Abruzzi tells the story of a hard- 
working but landless peasant and his household. In spite of grinding poverty the 
future still holds hope because the family has been accepted for emigration to the 
U.S.A., but in the ruthless struggle for survival the head of the family succumbs 
and the women are left to go alone. The author shows an impressive knowledge of 
Italian rural life and his harsh picture of the cruelty of man to man is softened by a 
deep compassion. The novel is excellently translated. 


NAKED UNDER CAPRICORN. Olaf Ruhen. Macdonald, 15s. 1958. 
20 cm. 254 pages. 

Robbed, stripped and left to die in the Australian wilderness, Davis Marriner is 
rescued by a wandering horse-trader, who teaches him how to live off the country. 
After the death of his protector, Marriner is once again saved from death by a tribe 
of aborigines. Almost by accident, he finds his way to fame and fortune; but he sees 
the life of the aborigines gradually destroyed by the white civilisation which he 
represents. A vivid, disquieting tale, with a powerful sense of atmosphere which 
recalls the Australian paintings of Sydney Nolan. 


THE SABLE COAT. Edith Simon. Cassell, 18s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 320 pages. 
This is a study in ruthless emotional blackmail of employer by employed—a pattern 
repeated from one gencration to another. Maric, the heroine, becomes increasingly 
martyred to her sense of imagined obligation to her domestic help; while Kirstie, 
exercising obtrusive yet reproachful humility, plays relentlessly on her own poverty 
and lack of privileges to further her ambitions for her child. The relationship between 
the two women—the one materially better off emotionally at the mercy of the 
other—is well observed. Less convincing, perhaps, is the malevolent figure of Fricka, 
the Teutonic nannie who is the origin of Marie’s obsessive guilt complex, and whose 
vampire shadow still haunts and threatens an entire family. 


THE CONSCIENCE OF THE RICH. C. P. Snow. Macmillan, 153. 
1958. 19°5 cm. 350 pages. 

This latest volume in the long Lewis Eliot cycle takes a step backwards in the sequence, 
to the early 1930's, when the sons of the rich began to manifest feelings of guilt about 
their inherited wealth. The centre of the stage is occupied by the Marches, a family 
of the Jewish banking aristocracy, long established in England, and the tension of 
the story is created by the son’s decision to reject an assured future and become a 
struggling medical practitioner. If the plot sometimes moves slowly, the author 
displays all his accustomed knowledge of the managerial class and an impressive 
power to create women characters. 


THE ADMIRAL’S FANCY. Showell Styles. Faber, 13s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 
278 pages. 

The ‘admiral’s fancy’ was Lady Hamilton; the admiral, Lord Nelson. Mr. Styles, in 

an ingenious story, has allowed Ben Hallowell, one of the most remarkable of Nelson’s 

captains, to become deeply enamoured of Emma. This enables him—as the central 

figure of the story—to follow her career from the day when she was cast off by a 
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fellow captain, through her triumphs as wife of the British Minister to Naples and 
as Nelson’s mistress, to her sad years of decline. The tale is colourful and swift- 
moving, and its truth to character, if not always to face, is creditable. 


CONVERSATIONS WITH A WITCH. James Wellard. Macmillan, 
13s.6d. 1958. 19°5 cm. 254 pages. 

Novels about painters of genius are apt to take on a melodramatic quality sooner or 
later. The friend and biographer of John Burnside, a famous painter killed at the 
crossing of the Rhine, undertakes to trace the dead man’s widow, who turns out 
to be living near a remote village where she has acquired a reputation for withcraft. 
Gradually he earns her confidence and in a series of talks and flash-backs he uncovers 
the secret of Burnside’s paintings. The story is told with pace and skill and the war- 
time scenes are particularly convincing, but the denouement may well strain the 
credulity of some readers. 


THE ONCE AND FUTURE KING. T. H. White. Collins, 25s. 1958. 
20 cm. 686 pages. 

This complete edition of T. H. White’s Arthurian epic contains four novels—The 
Sword in the Stone; The Queen of Air and Darkness (previously The Witch in the Wood 
but now rewritten); The Ill-Made Knight; and The Candle in the Wind, which is 
published here for the first time. It is splendid reading, a story in which Time is as 
fluid and unpredictable as whorls in a river, but dealing faithfully with the substance 
and spirit of Chivalry and Arthur’s life-long struggle to reconcile Might with Right. 
The first novel remains one of the most charming and delightful books ever written 
for children of any age, but this complete edition is for the older, more thoughtful, 
more perceptive, reader who still has much of the child in him. Although it abounds 
in humour and the weight of medieval learning that has gone to its making is handled 
with rare skill, it is in essence an Aristotelian Tragedy and should be read as such. 
This is a book that will delight all lovers of the Arthurian cycle and everyone of 
mature judgment who enjoyed The Sword in the Stone must now read this volume. 


THE ASPHALT PLAYGROUND. John Wiles. Gollancz, 15s. 1958. 
19 cm. 256 pages. 

Mr. Wiles’ novel recounts the tragedy by now distressingly familiar in its outlines, 
of a child deprived of love in its home. The narrator is a schoolmaster in a London 
slum who finds he has become the object of the affection of a small boy from a 
particularly unstable family. The story is somewhat unnecessarily complicated by a 
love affair between the teacher and a married woman. The author skilfully varies 
the pathos of his tale with some extremely comic scenes of school life and both his 
humour and his compassion make a powerful impact. 


DRUNKARD. Emile Zola. Translated from the French by Arthur Symons. 

Introduction by Alec Brown. Elek Books, 18s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 408 pages. 
L’Assommoir was the first work of Zola’s to score a popular success and it is still 
perhaps his best-known novel. It is a remorseless tale of the struggles of a Parisian 
working-class couple and their downfall through drink. It takes its place in the 
Rougon-Macquart cycle; the two central characters, Gervaise and Coupeau, are the 
parents of Nana, the heroine of the next novel in the series, but this connection is far 
less important than the richly varied and immensely vigorous presentation of working- 
class life which makes the book memorable. This is the most convincing combination 
of character-study and social realism that Zola ever achieved. 
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Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE DRAGON TREE. Victor Canning. Hodder & Stoughton, 15s. 1958. 
20 cm. 302 pages. 

A group of political exiles from Cyrenia, an imaginary British colony, are conveyed 
to an Atlantic island. A ruthless and efficient task force in the service of the rebels 
tries to effect a rescue. The English wife of the chief Cyrenian exile finds herself in a 
conflict of loyalties, the outcome of which decides the fate of nearly all concerned. 
Basically a thriller, and a very exciting one, The Dragon Tree shows more sensitivity 
than most in dealing with human relationships. The major political issues remain 
largely unexplored, but the confiict of personalities is convincing. 


TWELVE ON ENDURANCE. Michael Hastings. Macdonald, 12s.6d. 
1958. 19 cm. 224 pages. 

A plane-load of thirteen people, including three women, takes off to make secret 
atomic tests. One of the thirteen is a traitor, and it is the narrator’s task to discover 
which. En route, one man disappears, the pilot is drugged and the plane forced to 
make an emergency landing on an uninhabited tropical island. It is there that the 
enemy declares himself, and the rest of the story is concerned with the others’ efforts 
to nullify the enemy’s plans. Ably controlled, taut and well written (there is a masterly 
description of a typhoon), the story has pace and excitement with a judicious touch 
of romance, and it engages the attention from first to last. 


THE LONG FAREWELL. Michael Innes. Gollancz, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 
206 pages. 

Sir John Appleby, now middle-aged and a Police Commissioner, takes over a case 
from a subordinate when he finds that it involves the mysterious death (apparently 
by suicide) of a scholar friend. The investigation takes him to a decrepit country 
house; suspects include crooked bibliophiles, an Anglican canon, the two bigamously 
married wives of the dead man and a solicitor. A pleasantly atmospheric murder tale 
which will not tax the reader’s brain too much. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 
Fiction 
THE BARQUE OF THE BROTHERS. A Tale of the Days of Henry 
the Navigator. Hans Baumann. Translated from the German by Isabel and Florence 
McHugh. Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 252 pages. Illustrations by 
Ulrik Schramm. 
The third book in Hans Baumann’s historical trilogy for boys deals with the 
adventures of two young brothers, the orphaned sons of a poor Portuguese fisherman, 
who take part in the voyages organised by Henry the Navigator, the Portuguese 
prince who sent forth so many expeditions of exploration in the 15th century. Two 
episodes in particular are described in detail, the disastrous expedition against Tangier 
and the voyage to the Bitter River on the West Coast of Africa. This is a magnificent 
book in its sweep and scope, but only those ’teen-agers with a knowledge of and 
liking for history will be able to meet its demands. 


THRESHOLD OF THE STARS. Paul Berna. Translated from the 
French by John Buchanan-Brown. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 164 pages. 
Illustrations by Geraldine Spence. 

Here is science fiction for the young as original and distinguished as the best adult 
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reading in this genre, by a former winner of the Grand Prix Litteraire du Salon de 
l’Enfance. It is about a group of boys whose fathers are scientists or technicians on a 
secret research station where a landing on the moon is being organised. The grown-up 
personnel, irritated by the hesitations of the business-men who finance them and 
plagued by spies from a rival company, are hemmed in by strict security regulations; 
but the boys dodge the guards to creep in everywhere and find out everything, till 
they at last witness the final triumph in which they are still too young to take 
part. 


ESMERALDA AHOY! Elisabeth Fairholme and Pamela Powell. New 
edition. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations by Elisabeth 
Fairholme. 

The three Lorrimer children were to have stayed with their Aunt Mary in Scotland 

while their mother was away, but Aunt Mary cannot take them, so the children 

remain in London and buy a boat with the fare money. They have tremendous fun 
sailing it on the Thames, and are instrumental in helping the police to arrest two 
wanted men, at the same time getting the better of two enemies. This reprint (the 
book was first published in 1939) will be welcome reading to any boy or girl of 

9-14 who likes boats. It is a good and plausible story, written by two authors with 

much experience of sailing. 


THE SECRET HOLIDAY. Maud Frére. Translated from the French by 
Campbell Nairne. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations by 
Philippe Margais. 

An original and exciting story from France about a boy who spends a holiday hidden 
in the stables of his family’s old home which has been sold to strangers. He passes the 
time in going for excursions with his one ally, a village boy called Jos, spying on the 
hated new occupants and studying Latin verbs. Then he gains another ally in the new 
family’s daughter, and when her father and mother at last discover him he finds out 
that they too are friends. Jos’s involvement in the misfortunes of a family of 
smugglers provides an adventurous sub-plot. 


FLYING O’FLYNN. Rosemary Graham. Dent, 11s.6d. 1958. 20-5 cm. 

136 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by Catriona Macdonald. 
An amusing Canadian story about a washerwoman whose skill in laundering the 
shirts of an elfin monarch called the King of Mollero is rewarded by the power to 
fly anywhere she likes in her basket. She keeps this magical gift as secret as she can, 
but from time to time she makes use of it—for instance to rescue an Air Vice-Marshal 
who has been stranded in the wilds, or to set up a restaurant in New York. Her 
adventures will appeal to younger children; those who do not read easily will like to 
hear them read aloud. 


THE HEAVENLY CARTHORSE. Esmé Hamilton. Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 
1958. 20 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations by Margery Gill. 

This is Miss Hamilton’s fourth book about Ireland and horses. Its real hero is Dan, 
the big Irish draught-horse which, though ‘hairy in the heel’, has a pretty turn of 
speed and is a remarkable jumper. The background of small-farming, hunting and 
horse-shows is well drawn. The story starts rather slowly for the average juvenile 
taste, but livens up after Dan’s first success at the Hunter Trials and gallops to an 
exciting finish when he is rescued at the last minute from the ship which was about 
to carry him off to a tragic fate in a Belgian abbatoir. 
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HE SAILED WITH BLACKBEARD. Frank Knight. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 

1958. 20 cm. 286 pages. Illustrations by Patrick Jobson. 
In this story of the early 18th century young Toby Dawes sets out to find his father, 
who has been kidnapped and shipped away to the American slave colonies. The help 
he gives to a seaman bent upon exposing a fraud results in his being shipped away, 
too. Capture by pirates, shipwreck and being marooned on an island are part of the 
adventures that follow in a rousing tale that will delight all young lovers of adventure. 
Well written, abounding in thrills and action, it shows how piracy worked in those 
days, and includes several historical characters, among them Captain Woodes Rogers, 
the rescuer of the original “Robinson Crusoe’, the pirate Blackbeard Teach and the 
thief-taker Jonathan Wild. 


SPRING SCHOOL. Lorna Lewis. Bodley Head, 9s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 
190 pages. 

Bodley Head has already published several interesting career books for girls. Spring 
School is something rather different—a novel about voluntary social work. Tessa, an 
attractive art student, gives up her evenings to work at a youth club. She takes a course 
at a residential school where she meets youth leaders from all over the world and 
joins them in studying different problems of leisure-time occupation for young 
people. A note of mild romance is introduced into her life by two young men, one 
of whom shares her interest in social work while the other deplores it. 


DAVID AND JONATHAN. A Chronicle of 1606-1623. Winefride Nolan. 
Macmillan, 10s.6d. 1958. 20°5 cm. 206 pages. Frontispiece. 

Mrs. Nolan’s third historical story for ‘teen-age children deals, like her earlier ones, 
with the sufferings of Catholics in the 16th and 17th centuries who refused to conform 
with the Church of England. It is about a friendship between two boy cousins, of 
very different temperament and character, who grow to manhood through years that 
are full of the menace of denunciation by neighbours and incursions by priest-hunting 
‘pursuivants’, and shadowed by the fear of crippling fines, of imprisonment and even 
of death which hangs over the grown-ups in these so-called ‘recusant’ families. 


BONFIRE IN THE WIND. Jane Oliver. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 
240 pages. Illustrations by Clare Dawson. 

Miss Oliver’s third historical novel about Scotland for younger ‘teen-agers is con- 
cerned with the religious troubles of the 17th century, and based on the true story 
of the part played by Grizel and Patrick Hume in helping their father to escape to 
Holland after his involvement in the Rye House Plot to assassinate King Charles II 
and the Duke of York. It is an exciting story, and Miss Oliver tells it with gusto, 
though many will disagree with her view of the Covenanters as less harsh and 
fanatical than their opponents. 


IF WISHES WERE POODLES. Marjorie A. Sindall. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 
1958. 20 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations by H. W. Sindall. 

Two orphaned sisters, aged fifteen and seventeen, go to live in a London suburb 
with an elderly uncle. The younger girl loves pretty clothes and wants to be a dress- 
designer, while the older loves dogs and wants to be a kennel-maid. Their uncle, 
however, has old-world ideas about education for young ladies. He also detests dogs. 
Chance leads the girls to adopt secretly a poodle which wins prizes at dog-shows and 
brings about a meeting with the veterinary surgeon’s handsome son. Suitable for girls 
who combine an interest in dogs with a dawning taste for light romance. 
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HANS ANDERSEN’S FAIRY TALES. A new translation by Reginald 
Spink. Dent, 10s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 254 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by 
Hans Baumhauer. (Children’s Illustrated Classics) 

Most of the old favourites are included in this selection, “The Ugly Duckling’, for 

instance, “The Little Mermaid’ and “Thumbelina’. Other stories, such as “The Collar’ 

and “The Darning Needle’, may be less familiar. The new translation reads easily and 
sounds contemporary while retaining the author’s freshness and originality.

LIFE IN THE DEEP. Maurice Burton. Phoenix House, 9s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 
64 pages. Photographs. Drawings by Jane Burton. Bibliography. Index. (Progress 
of Science Series) 

The smooth and easy style of Dr. Burton, which comes from his years of practice in 

writing on natural history, proves to be ideally suited to start off a new series which 

is ‘designed to explain as simply as possible the latest exciting developments . . . in 
many branches of science; and to suggest careers for the young scientist of tomorrow’. 

This book shows that the sea offers vast opportunities for new discoveries, allied with 

dangers and adventure if the investigator so wishes. For boys of thirteen upwards. 


ROBOTS. Nigel Calder. Phoenix House, 9s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 60 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (Progress of Science Series) 

Automation and control mechanisms form a fascinating field though their study is 
still in its infancy. Nigel Calder, of the staff of the New Scientist, has presented his 
information in an interesting and amusing way not calling for too much ager «+ 
knowledge. Here are computers, guided missiles, mechanical animals and men, whic. 
really work and promise even more surprises for the future. For young readers in 
their teens. 


WE GO TO SWITZERLAND. Ronald W. Clark. WE GO TO 
ROME. Mary Dunn. Harrap, 9s.6d. each. 1958. 19 cm. 174 : 182 pages. Illustra- 
tions. Map. Index. 

Two excellent additions to a series which performs a valuable educational service in 
introducing various countries to the notice of teen-age readers. The form chosen— 
a fictitious tour by a boy and a girl under expert guidance—is rather transparently 
artificial and lacking in verisimilitude, but there is no doubt that the books succeed 
in conveying, in an agreeable and readable manner, remarkably comprehensive and 
reliable information about the history, geography, scenery, products, and everyday 
life of the country in question. The photographs are supplied by the national tourist 
offices. 


THE STORY OF AIRCRAFT AND TRAVEL BY AIR. Robert J. 
Hoare. Black, 9s.6d. 1958. 25 cm. 80 pages. Illustrations by Norman Jaques. Index. 
(Black’s Junior Reference Books) 

Most children today accept jet aircraft and the promise of atomic power for flight as 

commonplaces and few stop to think that it is barely fifty years since the first powered 

flight was made by a heavier-than-air machine. Still fewer realise how much the 
present owes to the early pioneers or how great were the risks that these took. This 
outline has therefore historical as well as general interest for most air-minded boys 
between the ages of 10 and 14. It is in three parts—the early pioneers; the men who 
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opened up the world’s air routes; the air routes themselves—and provides as much 
information as the young reader is likely to need, simply told and abundantly 
illustrated. 


SCOTLAND YARD DETECTIVE. Eric Leyland. Edmund Ward, 8s.6d. 
1958. 19 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations by Eric Wade. Diagrams. (Men of Action Series, 
No. 3) 

This describes the life of a Scotland Yard detective, covering his work outside and 

inside Headquarters. The emergency service and the scientific and other research 

services within the Yard which are at the disposal of the Criminal Investigation 

Department are also described. The book is well illustrated and provides a good 

account for school children. 


SHIP’S CAPTAIN. Eric Leyland. Edmund Ward, 8s.od. 1958. 19 cm. 

96 pages. Illustrations by R. Barnard Way. Diagrams. (Men of Action Series, No. 4) 
The object of this series is to create among boys an interest in useful professions that 
entail action and adventure, and the present subject is the Merchant Navy. The post 
of ship’s captain carries heavy and varied responsibilities for which strenuous and 
searching training is demanded. After an introductory visit to a great Atlantic liner, 
the story is told in dialogue form on board a passenger-cargo ship with oil-burning 
steam turbines. As well as describing the general lay-out of the vessel, it covers 
navigation and administration, engines, radio, medical service and catering. The final 
chapter tells how a boy can obtain the initial training which one day could lead him 
to the bridge in command. 


THE SALT-WATER MEN. Canada’s Deep-sea Sailors. Joseph Schull. 
Macmillan, 12s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations by Ed. McNally. (Great 
Stories of Canada) 

The latest addition to this stimulating series for intelligent children in their teens deals 
with the days of maritime adventure from the 1850's to the 1880’s when Canadian 
shipbuilders and seamen built up their carrying-trade and added episodes of drama 
and endurance to the annals of the sea. The author, drawing on personal contacts 
with seafaring men as well as on the writings of those who have studied the period, 
has produced a vivid book which is well served by the dramatic illustrations. 


SEE THROUGH THE JUNGLE. Millicent Selsam. SEE THROUGH 
THE SEA. Millicent Selsam and Betty Morrow. Constable, 9s.6d. each. 1958. 
22 cm. 48 : 48 pages. Illustrations in colour by Winifred Lubbell. 

These books, written for young children, encourage them to bring their imagination 
to bear upon realms of the natural world which are very remote from a settled and 
civilised countryside. The unusual and exciting character of life in the oceans (with 
emphasis on the curious products of deep waters) and of life in the South American 
rain forest will appeal immediately to the young naturalist. To the child without any 
bent in this direction these two volumes present a picture of what the world can be 
like without the interference of man. 


THE YOUNG TRAVELLER IN JAPAN. Ann Thwaite. Phoenix 
House, 9s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Map. Index. 
(Young Traveller Series) 

Miss Thwaite here manages to convey a great deal of information about Japan, its 

climate, geography, history, and social cutsoms in a very lively and readable way. 
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Everything is seen with the freshness and enthusiasm ot the three children in the book 
who are seeing the country for the first time, while background information is tact- 
fully supplied by their father, who has been appointed a lecturer at Tokyo University 
for a year. Almost without realising it, children who read this book will learn about 
Japanese food, houses, festivals, the great cities and temples, wrestling, Judo and the 
classical theatre. An admirable glossary is provided. 


TRAVEL BY ROAD THROUGH THE AGES. R. J. Unstead. Black, 
8s.6d. 1958. 25 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by J. C. B. Knight. (Black's 
Junior Reference Books) 

This outline covers the development of roads and road transport from the first use 
of the wheel to the experimental gas-turbine car of today, and from the Stone Age 
clapper bridge to the modern carriage way with its clover-ieaf junctions and fly-over 
crossings. It is well written, lavishly illustrated and the standard of production is 
good. Most historically-minded boys and girls between 10 and 14 will find it both 
interesting and informative. 


DEEP SEA FISHING. John M. Wright. Black, 8s.6d. 1958. 25 cm. 
64 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams. Map. Index. (Black’s Junior 
Reference Books) 

This is a book that most sea-minded boys between the ages of 10 and 14, especially 
those who live on the coast, will find interesting and informative. It is a clear, concise 
little account of the work of various types of trawlers and drifters, of their methods 
of fishing, their catches and of the scientific research that lies behind fishery develop- 
ment. It is written simply and clearly and the illustrations (photographs and line 
drawings) are excellent. 
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
